It was 
found by testing that fully 200 boxes were 
out of service. It will require several days 
to get them into order again. The high 
wind was responsible for a part of the dam- 
age, though the most of it was caused by 
the weight of the snow. 

„ We are rapidly getting into shape 
agalm' said Chief Operator Hyland at 9 
o' clock last night. There is one thing to our 
advantage in the situation, The most of 
the damaged wires are in the sparsely 
settled districts. Again, no section of the 
city is left completely unprotected by the 
breaking of any single line of wires, as 
we build them in intersecting loops, so that 
if a box at one corner is disabled the box 
one or two blocks distant will generally be 
found to respond.

“ Annexation sentiment in Hawal has 
been of rapid growth. It has eome from 
the dependence upon the United States, to 
which the islands have been forced. As 
complications outside have been making 
dependence greater, the belief has come to 
the great majority of Hawalians that per- 
manent prosperity can come to the islands 
only by fixed and permanent relations with 
the United States government that will 
make it impossible for any other nation to 
interfere with us.“ Annexation alone will 
do that. A prot@ctorate is not sufficient. 
The United States practically has assumed a 
protectorate for years.. Now we desire 
something better; 

“ Hawaiians fully appreciate the neces- 
sity that the Uni ed States Senate feels of 
proceeding slowly. The business depres- 
sion in the Unifed States extended to 
Hawaii in a moderate degree, and we felt the 
revival of busines in Hawaii almost as soon 
as it was felt here, 

“I know full well that President McKin- 
ley is an earnest believer in annexation, 
and that he would regard the acquisition of 
the islands as one of the chief accomplish- 
ments of his administration. Hawalians 
fully appreciate that both the American 
President and Senate are averse to any 
legislation which would cause a business 
reaction or cause the people of the United 
States any moré anxiety for a while no 
matter how little foundation there might be 
for it. Rulers have to be conservative peo- 
ple. ; 

“Annexation in my belief would not disturb 
the United States’ relations with other na- 
tions in the least nor would it be opposed 
by Japan. Whil¢ Japanese interests in the 
islands are large, annexation has come to 
be regarded in Hawaii as inevitable sooner 
or later, and in my belief Eastern nations 
have come to regard it in practically the 
same light. : ; 

Must R the Debt. 

“ The result of my Visit to Washington will 
have a large influence on legislation by the 
coming session of the Hawaiian Legislature. 
If the annexation treaty should fail to pass, 
the Hawaiian Legislature will of course have 
to provide for several years to come, and 
among other tion will be that to pro- 
vide for the Hawalian debt. It is nota large 
one—iess than $4 ,000—but a portion of the 
bonded debt, drawing interest at 6 per cent, 
will soon fall due, and it will be necessary for 
the Legislature th refund this. Of course, if 
the American Sefhate ratifies the annexation 
treaty, there will be no further legislation at 
home, and the debt will be assumed by the 
American gover ment. Most of the govern- 
ment bonds are now held in London, and the 
balance chiefly by Hawallans. 

J am anxious to assure the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations and the Sen- 
ators who are ooposing annexation that it 
can be done naw without involving the 
United States in the least with any nation. 
I do not think Japan or any other country 
having Hawalian interests would object if 
annexation wers accomplished immediate- 
ly. There is a pressing pecessity for its 
being attended t¢' at once, however.“

“ Whether Hawaiian sugar will ever make 
any more difference in the American mar- 
ket than at — 2 I would not Hike to ex- 
press my opinign.”” President Dole said, 
It is not true that all the land available for 
sugar in the islands is already under culti- 
vation, There i¢ still a good deal of unim- 
proved sugar laad there. That is a matter 
which the American Congress has under 
consideration now, and it would not be 
proper for me 0 discuss it at present. I 
might say, how}tiver, that in my opinion the 
Hawallan suga crop will never be mate- 
rially increased, 

“I am glad P hear that the beet sugar 
growers have W@iscovered the real reason 
why they are agked to oppose the treaty.”

The subject on which President Dole will 
talk most freelf is the condition of the old 
troubles between the monarchists and the 
friends of his new government. He does 
not claim, like ny friends of Hawall, that 
the trouble een the royalists and the 
republic is ended. Queen Liliuokalani’s 
presence or absence in Hawall makes very 
little difference; he says. 

Dissatisfied liticlans and officeholders 
under the mogarchy are responsible for 
whatever bad feeling there is with the pres- 
ent governmen}. President Dole said to 
Tun TRIBUNE correspondent this morning, 
in discussing affairs on the islands: Indi- 
rectly they are fesponsible for whatever op- 
position there to annexation. They tell 
the natives that if they will only wait the 
old monarchy will be restored, and that the 


for the Japanese and Chinese only come to 
Hawali to acquire wealth enough to let 
them Hive well at home again, and there 
would be a slow but sure decrease. 

As far as I have been able to judge myself 
there is no dissatisfaction amongethe natives 
of the Japanese excepting as it is kept alive 
by agitators. A short time ago I visited all 
of the islands of the republic, and I could 
not have asked for more cordial treatment 
than the natives gave me. Comparatively 
few of them were taking part in the gov- 
ernment, cither. 

“The Japanese talk big, but I cannot see 
there is any serious dissatisfaction among 
them. They have no part in the government, 
and to my mind they do not care for any 
part, at least for a while. Most of them do 
not understand the republican way of gov- 
erning, and they are content to live well, as 
they do. 

„ do not believe, either, that Japan stands 
ready to make better trade arrangements 
than the United States, provided the treaty 


Congress just now was improper for him 
to discuss until he hgd been to Washington. 
The other members of President Dole’s 
party are just as reticent about discussing 
the President’s mission. On the general 
topic of annexation Dr. Day and Mrs. Dole 
and the President’s private secretary, Major 
Ikeau, talked quite freely, however. 

It is evident that much of President Dole’s 
anxiety and that of his supporters and the 
friends of the Hawaiian republic is occa- 
sioned by fear that President Dole’s suc- 
cessor will not be as deeply interested in the 
welfare of the republic as the present ruler. 
Although the next Hawaiian Presidential 
election is two years off, the campaign has, 
in a sense, begun, and the old friends of the 
Queen will do everything to help along the 
election of a weak successor to the Presi- 
dency. Back of President Dole are the 
American business-men in „Hawal. who 
control the bulk of the commerce and the 
plantations, and who own most of the prop- 
erty. Agreat many of the German and Eng- 
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tirely to the people who are supposed to be 
looking after them. President Dole’s health 
will not permit of any extended hospitalities, 
while the urgency of his mission makes him 
anxious to be on the road to Washington as 
soon as possible. 4 
After his chilly reception at San Francisco 
and still chillier ride across the country, Chi- 
cago people may rest assured that any at- 
tention they may have to offer will be appre- 
ciated. Both the President and Mrs. Dole 
have expressed their gratitude at each bit 
of news of the reception which Chicago is 
planning for them, and while they have rot 
uttered a syllable of criticism at the unfortu- 
nate situation they have been in up to this 
time, it is plain that both have felt deeply 


chagrined at their treatment, 
Admirers of Chicago. 


Both President and Mrs. Dole are en- 
thusiastic admirers of Chicago, which they 
regard as the typical American city. Presi- 
dent Dole said yesterday that he already 
had met Mayor Harrison, when the latter 
was in Honolulu several years ago. When 
reminded that Chicago’s Mayor has a brother 
who resembles him, and who is renowned as 
a traveler, President Dole was sure that it 
was the present Chicago Mayor he had met, 
as he distinctly remembered him as the 
namesake of his father, who at the time had 
just been elected Mayor. Neither President 
nor Mrs. Dole has spent much time in Chi- 
cago, and their familiarity with the city is 
chiefly from reading of Chicago prowess in 
the newspapers. 

President Dole is a firm believer in the sin- 
gle gold standard. The currency of his 
country is the currency of the United States, 
and Hawaii. was as deeply interested in the 
outcome of last year’s sound money cam- 
paign as Illinois or Indiana. 

„Bryan is a wonderfully clever speaker,“ 
President Dole declared, but his argu- 
ments are of the kind that are easily an- 
swered. It would be difficult for him to in- 
terest the American farmer this year, I 
should judge. When the price of wheat be- 
gan to go up and the price of silver to go 
down. the people of Hawaii thought as you 
did in the States that Mr. Bryan had been 
permanently answered.“ 

Even the Klondike gold fever has struck 
the Hawaiians, President Dole declares. 
“There is scarcely a fad or fashion that 
takes hold of the people in the United States 
which does not reach Hawaii almost im- 
mediately,” he sald. “‘ Many of our people 
are making preparations. to embark for 
Alaska and some have already gone. The 
bicycle is as popular in Honolulu as in San 
Francisco, and of course the wheels are all 
of American make.“

course, that Japan is largely interested in 
the islands on account of the large number 
of her people there, but it is not cxactly a 
trade interest. 

„The Hawalian Republic is governed en- 
tirely by Americans, Germans, and English 
at present. They are the ones who cast 
the majority of the ballots, but the Hawaiian 
Legislature is made up almost entirely of 
Americans, The Germans and English have 
no representatives of their own nationalities 
in the Legislature, as they do not control 
enough votes. We have no gerrymandering 
in Hawaii, as you have over here, and the 
members of the Legislature are elected by 
combinations of American and European 
votes. 

„The old royalist and republic troubles 
“seldom show themselves in the Senate and 
there is no division there on the question 
ot annexation. The royalist leaders could 
not contro] enough votes for an election and 
they content themselves with stirring up 
dissatisfaction ambng the natives and at- 
tempting to do it among the Japanese and 
Chinese. 

The United States has a commercial rival 
in Canada, about which very little has been 
said. The Canadian government had sent 
us assurances that it stands ready to make 
favorable commercial treaties with us at 
any time. Whether they would be more 
favorable than those we have with the Unit- 
ed States I do not know. At present prac- 
tically the only importent commodities of 
ours which the United States admits duty 
free are bananas, sugar, rice, and hides. 
There is a ‘chance for a greater improve- 
ment of trade between the United States and 
Hawaii by further commercial treaties. The 
Japanese and Chinese get along better with 
the natives than they do with the whites 
because the natives do not object so strongly 
to having their wages lowered. That has 
been the chief effect of Chinese immigra- 
tion.“ 

President Dole did not say so directly, 
| fut his words implied that the Japanese 
opponents of annexation found ready ears 
umong the royalist natives for that very 
reason. 

„The Japanese make good citizens in most 
respects and attend strictly to their own 
business,” he continued. “The Japanese 
government has a representative there to 
look after their Interests, but further than 
that they are not represented. None of 
them are allowed to vote. 

“Outside of its importance to the United 
States as the key to the Pacific Ocean, as 
it is called, Hawaii does not offer many in- 
ducements to capital except in opening up 
plintations. There are thousands of acres

Sam taking the islands. Rather than see 
the country go back to the monarchy, how- 
ever, these European residents would flatly 
declare in favor of annexation. A return 
to monarchy now, whether Queen Liliuo- 
kalani were restored or not, would mean 
the ruin of American commercial. interests 
and the driving of the American residents 
out of the islands unless another revolution 
intervened. 

It is the support from these friends that 
has permitted the President to leave his 
country at such a critical time on such an 
unusual mission. At any other period in 
the small republic’s history it would most 
likely have meant a revolution for Presi- 
dent Dole to leave the country as he has. 
Under the circumstances his departure has 
scarcely caused more than casual comment. 
If his mission fails and the annexation 
treaty is defeated he may return home to 
find serious trouble on his hands that has 
brewed while he was coming home. 

Today telegrams have come thick and 
fast to the President from Washington, and 
replies have been sent back from nearly 
every station between Omaha and North 
Platte. The telegrams are supposed to have 
come from the Annexation Commissionérs, 
and some of them have called for hasty an- 
swers, the purport of which is not even 
hirited at. 


Dr. Day on the Situation. 

Dr. Day has lived in Hawali twelve years, 
He is a graduate of the Chicago Homeopa- 
thic and Rush Medical College, Nearly all 
of his relatives reside in Hawail, having 
gone there from Chicago in the last few 
years, 

“You can see for yourself what kind of 
men are governing Hawaii now and are fa- 
voring annexation,“ Dr. Day said to THE 
TrRiauUNE. “ President Dole is a type of the 
best class of Hawaiian-born Americans who 
are léaders in the movement. The opposi- 
tion comes from a small number of dis- 
gruntied, disaffected friends of the Queen 
and the old monarchy. Most of them were 
royalist officeholders and hangers-on about 
the court who have not been recognized 
since the republic was organized and who 
think that by overthrowing it they would 
get their influence back. 

There is no use denying the fact that 
the native Hawailan race is doomed to die 
out just as the Indians are in the United 
States. It is the inevitable result of civiliza- 
tion in both cases. The natives have ac 
quired the vices of the foreigners and civil- 
ization without getting the benefits, except- 
ing Incidentally. . —

Reception at Omaha. 


This afternoon a score of city fathers and 
other municipal officers, headed by Mayor 
Moores, trudged to the Union Depot to pre- 
sent the compliments of the City of Omaha 
to President Dole of the Hawatian Republic 
and Mrs. Dole. The party of the executive 
of the little republic off the Pacific coast 
was aboard the east-bound overland ifmited 
train of the Union Pacific and Northwest- 
ern railroads, comfortably ensconced in the 
private car Guadaloupe of the Southern Pa- 
cific. 

On the arrival of the train the Mayor led 
the way of the courcilmanic party through 
to the library of the private car. City offi- 
cers and citizens more or less prominent 
to the number of two score followed, only to 
find the President ef the island republic not 
prepared for any impromptu reception. 
President Dole had not been apprised of the 
fact that he was to receive any civic atten- 
tion at this point, and was indulging in a 
little nap when the train rolled into the 
depot sheds. Hastily arranging his toilet. 
the touring President was soon in the midst 
of the receiving party, and with apparent 
pleasure heard the speech of the genial 
Mayor, inviting him to stop off on his west- 
bound trip at least long enough to view the 
grounds and the buildings of the Trans- 
mississippi and International Exposition. 
The Mayor told the President what a great 
show Omaha was going to have, and urged 
him to see that Hawaii was properly repre- 
sented. President Dole responded briefiy, 
saying he regretted that he could not stop 
off at Omaha at this time, but promising to 
do so on his return trip in February if he 


facts relative to this matter perfectly clear. 
He said: ; 

It is practically inconcelvable to me that 
any one in the United States could misun- 
derstand my position on this matter. I re- 
gard the annexation of Hawall as a radical 
departure from our traditional national 
policy, and as soon as I was inaugurated in 
1803 I directed the treaty that had been 
drawn upon by President Harrison and the 
representatives of the Hawalian provisional 
government to be withdrawn from the Sen- 
ate and returned to me. 

Considering that careful deliberation 
and a complete investigation of the actual 
facts was necessary in this matter I dis- 
patched James Blount to Hawaii to as- 
certain the actual part played by citizens 
of the United States in the revolution of 
1893. From what Mr. Blount reported I 
saw that a national disgrace had been 
brought about, and that it was my duty to 
endeavor as far as possible to rectify it. 
This explains the recommendations which 
I made to Congress on this subject. 

1 thought that every member of Con- 
gress thoroughly understood my position 
and that Senator Morgan should have so 
grossly misinterpreted it is something which 
I am at a loss to understand. I was opposed 
to annexation then, and I am just as much 
opposed to it now. Any other idea misrep- 
resents the facts.“

German southwest Africa made an address 
before a crowded and enthusiastic audi- 
ence. He said all that he dared in favor of 
African colonization for Germans, but it 
is significant that he said nothing that was 
not discouraging. He went so far as to pro- 
pose legislation hostile to such Boers as 
occastonallß made their appearance from 
out of the Cape Colony, the German Gov- 
ernor’s objection being that they moved in 
wagons, and therefore escaped the German 
tax collector. It is rarely that the German 
colonial policy has been so unsparingly ex- 


posed. 


Emperor William to Visit Jerusalem. 

The German Emperor made his first visit 
to Athens and Constantinople in 1889. This 
year he will visit Jerusalem as the honored 
guest of the Sultan in order to look over the 
site where, according to tradition, the last 
supper was held. Greeks, Catholics, and 
Protestants have quarreled for centuries 
over the place. The Crimean war was a 
ghastly monument to its value in Christian 


eyes. It is a master stroke for the Kaiser, 


‘a Protestant Prince, to acquire it without 


a blow and immediately offer it to his Cath- 
olic subjects. I suspect this generosity is 
blended with the expectation that the Pope 
will assist in turning Catholic votes at the 
next election. It is at least a reversal of the 
Bismatckian policy, when Catholic obedi- 
ence was sought by means of fine and im- 
prisonment. Prince Henry's sailing from 
Kiel to avenge the murder of Protestant 
missionaries was sanctified by the blessings 
of German Catholic Archbishops. 

What Bismarck could not do with violence 
this Emperor accomplishes easily by soft 
words. At the sate time, however, his 
Prime Minister, Hohenlohe, has fulminated 


‘violent threats against the Prussian Poles 


who dare to leave their language and coun- 
try. To explain Hohenlohe’s vigor on this 
matter, remember that his wife was a Rus- 
sian; that such property as he has is at the 
mercy of the Russian government; that he 
has a record for de\vtion to Russian inter- 
ests and consequently is at the service of the 
Russian police whenever a necessity arises 
for intimidating Poland. He is, besides, 
nearly 80, and has never shown a disposition 
to oppose orders from his superiors. That 
he should make a demonstration against the 
Roman Catholic Poles just while his Em- 
peror is earning the gratitude of the Pope 
by protecting hig interests abroad shows 
that the Russian police are busy with domi- 
cilary visits in Warsaw.

Senator Cullom Introduces a Bill De- 
signed to Correct Present 
Defects. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—Senator Cul- 
lom today introduced a new bill for the 
amendment of the interstate commerce law. 
The bill is intended to cover the defecis of 
the present bill as indicated by the courts. 
It gives the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion authority to prohibit any railroad com- 
pany or common carrier from charging more 
for a long haul than a short hau! over the 
same line. The bill also confers on the 
commission the right to determine and fix 
rates where these are unreasonable, and 
also to decide in case of à dispute on joint 
reductions the proportion of each road af- 
fected. 

The bill provides for the filing of sched- 
ules of rates for interstate transportation 
between any two points, and it is specifically 
stated that this shall apply “ although one 
point is situated in a foreign country.” All 
common carriers are required to file with 
the commission copies of all contracts 
or agreements with other common carriers 
in relation to any traffic affected by the 
provisions of this act to which it may be a 
party. 

There is specific provision against a change 
of schedule rates, as there is also against 
rebates and remittances or specia] privileges 
to shippers, the penalty in each case being 
$5,000, each day to count as a separate of- 
fense so long as the practice ts continued. 

It is made a misdemeanor to aid in any 
unjust discrimination under the act, or in 
any fraudulent representation by which 
transportation is obtained at less than the 
lawful rates, and the offense is made punish- 
able by a fine of $5,000 and one year’s impris- 
onment. A fine of $5,000 is also impused for 
a change of rates by any unauthorized de- 
vice. The carriers themselves, as well as 
their agents, are made liable for all offenses. 
Persons testifying falsely under the act are 
to be deemed guilty of perjury. 


STORM AIDS THE HIGHWAYMEN. 


TO AMEND INTERSTATE LAW. 


Former Minister Taylor. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 22.—[Special.]—The in- 
action of the Washington government in the 
matter of the recognition of Cuban belliger- 
ency is the subjéct of a philippic by ex-Min- 
ister Hannis Taylor, which is bitter and say- 
age in the extreme, The former Minister to 
the court of Isabella and Ferdinand pro- 
nounces the policy of the administration as 
criminal and cruel. 

Mr. Taylor has written a letter to Mr, J. 
H. Paine, Treasurer of the local Cuban- 
American league, and it was received today. 
In it.ex-Minister Taylor says: The Cuban 
partiots, after a heroic contest, in which 
they have been subject to all inconcéivable 
forms of suffering and death that could be 
inflicted by sword, disease, fire, and famine, 
have so completely broken the military 
power of their oppressors that the independ- 
ence of the island in the near future is now 
hardly problematical.

PINGREE ON CORPORATE GREED 


Michigan’s Governor Tells Who He 
Thinks Are the Greatest Ene- 
mies to Society. 


I consider men like Charlies T. Yerkes as 
really greater enemies of socicty than many 
men who wear the felon's garb.”’ 

In this manner Governor Hazen 8S. Pingree 
of Michigan paid his respects to Chicago's 
street car magnate. The Governor arrived 
in the city yesterday morning on private 
business and registered at the Palmer 
} He returned to Detroit in the even- 

ng. 

“ Yerkes is a twofold enemy of society.“ 
he continued, for he not only robs the peo- 
ple by his extortionate rates of fare, but by 
his methods in dealing with the lawmakers 
he also dulls the moral consciences of people 
and causes them to lose confidence i: the 
laws and those who make them. It is such 
men, more than the poor igncrant wretches 
who preach anarchy and revolution, who are 
breeding that feeling of discontent among 
the people which constitutes the real menace 
to the perpetuity of cur institutions. 

But Chicago is not the only sufferer in 
this respect, for it prevalls to a greater or 
less extent all over the country. Vast aggre- 
gations of capital are everywhere usurping 
the rights of the people. It is an age of cor- 
porate combination and greed, whose only 
pfinciple seems to be that the common peo- 
ple have no rights which it is bound to re- 
spect. It dominates city councils, State 
Legislatures, and holds in the hollow of its 
hand the machinery of parties. It controls 
to a large extent, I am sorry to say, the Re- 
publican party of Michigan, my own State, 
and the recent Legislature has béen its ab- 
ject creature. I should fancy, too, that it ts 
something of a power in the councils of the 
Republican party of Lllinoisa. There isn't 
any doubt that it is the one thing more than 
any —— 22 9 the ae mag gona 
party. and it has got to cut loose from 
get —— to 5 or it will perish. I 
am by many called a traitor to the Repub- 
lican party, an ingrate, crank, etc., for say- 
ing such things, but it is my desire to set the 
party right and see it true to the principles 
which gave it its glorious history which 
makes me speak this way. I believe the 
party will get into line finally, for it has 
always shown itself in the past the friend of 
the people, It has certainly got to ge: right 
on this question, which is going to be the une 
great question of the future. 

“ There is lots of talk about currency re- 
form and other reforms, but the reform th «+ 
is needed is throttling the present tendency 
of corporations to combine ageinst the 
people and placing them where they rightly 
belong as the servants and not the masters 


of the people. 


„My own opinion is that a two-cent fare 8 


is all that the street car companies of Chi- 
Il am 
persuaded, from my own investigations into 
this subject, that on this basis a good and 
sufficient return can be had ‘on the capital 
invested. To attempt to fasten a fifty-year 
franchise on a five-cent fare basis is, to my 
mind, the grossest outrage on the people to 
be imagined. I am not a believer in com- 
pensations for franchises. My idea is that 
the people should be the direct recipients of 
whatever benefits there are to come from 
the street car companies through cheaper 
fares.”’ 

When asked whether he expected to be a 
candidate for reélection he replied: 

„ That depends upon the people. If they 
want me I suppose I will. If they do not I 
certainly shall not. 

He also expressed the opinion that the 
combination against him, at the head of 
which are Senators McMillan and Burrows, 
as well as the federal administration, would 
not be able to control the State convention 
against him. If they did, and the people 
still wanted him, he added, he might be a 


candidate.

HE IS MADE A PRISONER. 


J. M, Platts and J. A. Brooks His 
Alleged Victims. 


IDENTIFY HiM AT ROLL-CALL. 


Patrolman Frank Murray of the Grand 
Crossing Police Station was on trial before 
Justice Quinn yesterday charged with hold- 
ing up J. M. Platts and d. A. Brooks at Sev- 
enty-first street and Cottage Grove avenue 
on last Thursday morning. The policeman 
was picked out from among his fellow blue- 
coats at rolicall on Friday night by the two 
men, who insistec he was the man who at 
the point of his revolver forced them intoa 
hallway and robbed them of $4.10, 

So positive were Murray’s accusers that 
the policeman was the highway robber who 
had made them his victim that inspector 
Hunt immediately ordered his star taken 
away and his double row of shining brass 
buttons stripped from his blouse. Murray 
then suffered the disgrace of being led by 
his fellow policemen and placed in a cell, 
He took his disgrace much to heart and was 
emphatic in his declarations of innocence 
of the charge against him. 

When his case was called before Justice 
Quinn yesterday morning a continuance 
was granted until tomorrow, Murray hav- 
ing had no opportunity, to procure counsel, 
In default of $2,000 bail the prisoner was re- 
turned to his cell. 

Platts and Brooks claim to have been 
followed by the policeman from a Calumet 
Electric car at Seventy-second street and 
Cottage Grove avenue at 6 o’clock on the 
morning of last Thursday. After leaving 
the car, they say, Murray continued to fol- 
low them to Seventy-firet street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, where he threatened to put 
them both under arrest. They protested 
their innocence of any crime, so they say, 
and told the policeman they were on their 


way to the boarding-place at 198 Madison 


street. 2 
Forced Into Hallway and Robbed. 


Murray's accusers say he drew his re- 
voiver and backed them into a hallway, 
where he forced them to give up all the Mon- 
cy they had with them, $4.10, After reliev- 
ing them of their money, they say, Murray 
departed for his home in the Stock-Yards 
district. 

The alleged robbery was reported to In- 
spector Hunt, with the result that Brooks 
and Platts were given an opportunity to 
identify the man who, they say, robbed 
them, and whose individual number or pre- 
cinct number they were unable to remember. 
Falling to pick their man from among the 
Iiyde Park detail, the men were taken to 
Grand Crossing, where they pointed out 
Murray as the robber. Conductor Wilkins, 
from whose car Murray, Platts, and Brooks 
alighted at Seventy-secend street and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue on Thursday morning, 
also identified Murray. 

Murray has been a member of the Police 
department for ten years, and this is the 
first serious charge that has been preferred 
against him. He stands well with both his 
brother patrolmen and his superiors. 


Admits He Was on Car. 


Murray refused to talk lest night when 
questioned as to the accusation. Earlier in 
the afternoon he admitted in a general way 
that he was on the car at the time the con- 
ductor and his alleged victims say they 
saw him. He denied positively having seen 

latts and Brooks. 

Murray is one of the policemen recently 
discharged by Chief Kipiey’s general order. 
He was reinstated in the first lot placed 
on the force as the result of political influ- 
ence brought to bear with the administra- 
tion. After his reinstatement he was trans 
ferred to Inspector Bonfield’s district at 
Grand Crossing. 

Nvery effort was made by the officers of 
Grand Crossing and Woodlawn to conceal 
the fact of the charge until it came out 
at the police’ court hearing yesterday 
morning. The alleged robbery was re- 
ported by the victims on Thursday 
morning, and was so effectually concealed 
that none outside of the department was 
aware the charge had been made until it was 
a matter of Police Court record. As one of 
the policemen expressed it: It don’t do the 
police any good to have the public know 
the men it pays for protection are robbing 
them.“ 

Platts and Brooks are circus employés. 
They came to Chicago in charge of some 
horses shipped by the Sells Bros.’ Circus, 
which has its winter quarters at Cincinnati. 
When the stock train came within the city 
limits they concluded to take an electric 
car, so as to make better time to the down- 
town district, and on the car they met the 
policeman as he was returning from his 


night's work. 


Say Constables Are Burglars. 


Charges of burglary were made yesterday 
against Constables George Pfeiffer and J. 
W. Palmer of Thirty-ninth and State streets, 
and they were arrested on warrants issued 
by Justice Martin. It is charged that the 
constables broke into the building recently 
occupied by the Elks Laundry company, 82 
Twenty-first street, early last Wednesday 
morning and carried away $1,000 worth of 
property to satisfy a small claim. This con- 
sisted of several horses, wagons, and some 
laundry machinery. 

The laundry was broken into at 1 o’clock 
in the morning and the act was not discov- 
ered until the following day. 

The arrests are the outceme of the recent 
failure of the Elks Laundry, which went 
into liquidation and was taken charge of by 
the Troy Laundry Machinery company. 
When the laundry failed several girls who 
had not been paid their Wages created a 
scene in front of the place by threatening 
to tear it down. They brought suit for their 
money in several justice courts at Thirty- 
ninth and State streets, and secured judg- 
ments against the Elks Laundry. 

On these judgments, it is said, the con 
stables broke into the buildjng and took 
the horses and wagons, Which the Troy 
Laundry Machinery company claims as its 
property. 

The constables say they had full authority 
to act as they did. They deny that they 
broke into the place, or that they went there 
during the night.

WHERE PETER THE GREAT LIVED 


House in London Which the Famous 
Russian Occupied for a 
Time in 16097. 


It is of tnterest at the moment to note that 
the house in which Peter the Great dwelt 
during a portion of his visit to England is 
still extant. It is a roomy old building at 
the bottom of Buckingham street, Strand, 
in which quiet byway it is numbered 15. 
The house, which bears a memorial tablet, 
is said to be a fragment of York House, the 
residence of Steenie, Duke of Bucking- 
ham, and just below. on 4 level with the 
Embankment, ie that fine old stone gate- 
way, York gate, formerly the water entrance 
to the palace. Here Peter the Great was in-

stalled shortly after he reached these shores 
in 1607, and it is reetrded that he spent many 
an evening here with Lord Carmarthen 
drinking brandy hot,“ with a pinch of 
pepper. Although the young Russian 
dressed in English fashion during his visit— 
sometimes as a gentleman and sometimes 
as a sailor—his identity soon became known 
to Londoners, and the vulgar curiosity of 
the mob was a considerable nuisance.

NO VESTIBULES BUILT. 


Companies Take No Steps to Com- 
ply with Ordinance. 


RELIEF IS IMPOSSIBLE NOW. 


Public Works Commissioner McGann was 
reminded by the severity of the weather yes- 
terday that the street railway companies 
have not obeyed the Council's ordinance and 
put vestibules on all cars to protem the 
drivers. He determined to call the attention 
of the companies again to the ordinance and 
find out why they have not taken steps to 
comply with its provisions. 

I notified the companies of the ordirante 
shortly after its passage,“ the commissioner 
said, but as they seem to have taken no 
action I shall bring it upagain. Just as soon 
as I find that I can’t enforce the ordinance 1 
shall take it Inte court and make the com- 
panies pay the penalty named in the or- 
dinance.”’ 

No day could have been harder for motor- 
men and gripmen to endure than yesterday. 
The wind, snow, and sleet blew in the faces 
of pedestrians on the street and made even 
walking difficult. The conditlons were dif. 
ferent for the men who had to face the storm 
for a run of several miles. Snow and sleet 
lay in piles under their feet and soaked 
through heavy shoes, and water poured 
down their faces and blinded iheir eyes. In 
the middle of the city the street car drivers 
felt only the discomforts of the situation, 
but on the prairies, where the wind had fuli 
sweep, they underwent no small hardship, 


No Relief Promised This Winter. 


Although the companies say they expect 
to equip their cars with vestibules at some 
future time they will promise no relief for 
the drivers this winter. 

When the commissioner notified the Chi- 
cago City railway of the Council's ordinance 
Superintendent Bowen replied that the com- 
pany would put them on just as fast as it 
could take off the cars without incommoding 
the public. Since that time, however, no 
vestibules have been put on South Sidecars. 
Superintendent Nagle, Mr. Bowen's suc- 
cessor, said yesterday that probably no im- 
provement could be made on the conditions 
this year, as the company had no extra roll- 
ing stock to take the place of the cars if 
they were withdrawn from service while the 
vestibules were built. 

All of the electric cars of the North Side 
have vestibules, but no grip cars have been 
provided with them since the Council's or- 
dinance was passed. On the West Side only 
one car has a vestibule. It is on the Van 
Buren street line and is run occasionally. 


John M. Roach Talks. 


Speaking for the North and West Side com- 
panies, John M. Roach said last night: 

“TI can’t tell when the vestibules wii! be 
put on the grip cars. It would require an- 
other set of grips to make the change, and 
I ͤ don't think anything can be done this 
winter. I see that in St. Louis they tried 
to compel the street railway companies to 
put vestibules on the cars and carried the 
matter to court but failed. Did you see 
that?“ 

Mr. McGann gave out the correspondence 
he had with Mr. Yerkes when the Council's 
ordinance betame effective. Mr. Yerkes 
wrote the commissioner as follows: 

Would state that the railroad companies 
have placed vestibules on many of the elee- 
tric cars, and intend to establish that as a 
rule. We do not admit the right of the 
city to order this done, but what has Leen

He then took up 
German mission work in the large cities 
and during his residence there studied med- 
icine.’ He received his degree in New York 
in 1847, end since that time has practiced 
medicine with an occasional return to the 
pulpit. 

He came to Chicago in 1862 and practiced 
medicine for thirty years. He has an office 
practice and gives up most of his time to 
experiments in solar physics, a study he 
took up a few years ago. He has formed 
a theory that the sun is a mammoth electric 
light and ts. bending his energies to the 
elaboration of that theory, which he ex- 
pects to perfect. His wife, with whom he 
has lived for nearly sixty-three years, was 
Phebe F. Talmage. She was born in New 
Jersey in 1809.

Their women folk are bitterly angry, how- 
ever, at the insults publicly heaped upon their 
race by the very class of French aristocrats 
who have been the most servile parasites of 
the Jewish check books and dinner invita- 
tions for years back. If these Jewish women 
had the controlling voice, Israel would make 
an instantaneous exodus, but their fathers, 
husbands, and brothers see no occasion for a 
hurry. 


Army Will Fight Zola Bitterly. 


In the present shifting and electric state 
of the public mind there is space for many 
changes before Zola's trial Feb. 7. He 
is full of the most robust enthusiasm as 
to the wonders he will be able to work then 
in covering France with a flood of illumi- 
nating light. I fancy obstacles are being 
prepared of which he has no idea. His 
libel, ad taken up by the authorities, is 
against the chiefs of the army, and the 
army has its part still to play in the drama. 
The Generals who have been able to over- 
ride the ordinary rules of civic procedure 
with such startling success so far are not 
likely to abandon the practice now simply 
because it is a writer of novels who is in- 
volved. Their rage at him must be some- 
thing awful in its intensity, and it will be 
strange if they are restrained by paper 
bonds of legality from striking at him, now 
that Saussier is gone, and the paltry Zur- 
linden is in command in Paris. There is no 
telling what the right sort of a “ man on 
horseback "* might not do. 


Bonapartists Are in Evidence. 


I hear enough to prompt me to suggest 
that an eye be kept on General Boisdeffre. 
He has been industriously puffgd all over 
France as the dearest friend of the Czar, 
as the one Frenchman whom Nicholas really 
loves! 

This sedulous paragraphing of the last 
year was always rather curious. It may 
turn out now to a bad purpose, and it would 
not be amazing to find that in that purpose 
General Louis Bonaparte lurked behind 
Boisdeffre. Certainly there have been cries 
of Vive l' Empereur!“ raised in Paris every 
day this week, which could only have risen 
from salaried throats. “ 


England in Fighting Mood. 


It is a pity that France should exact such 
a preponderance of space just at a time when 
Europe in general offers such an exciting 
variety of topics of interest. England, for 
eximple, is swelling out its chest and beat- 
ing on it in a martial posture without a par- 
allel for these dozen years. 

In thet memorable flurry of April, 1885, it 
was to fight Russia that England set her 
shipyards. to working twenty-four hours a 
dar, mustered her vast navy, and thrilled 
the popular heart by a first notice to the 
army, reserve. Now we are in the earlier 

es of an excitement which promises to 
be equally tense, but apparently it is both 
Russia and France that the new prepara- 
tions are aimed at. France has allowed her 
colonial fanatics and frauds to commit ber 
to enterprises in central Africa and to a 
predatory alliance with Menelek which Eng- 
land must, in the last extremity, resist by 
force. Russia, or, rather, that particular 
Russian official whose department is in the 
northeast of Asia, has created a position in 
Manchuria and Corea, which England, if it 
is to remain a great power, cannot tolerate. 

How. far these two aggressions are related 
is a matter of speculation, at least to the 
outside public. Russia's push forward on the 
Pacific and France's push forward toward 
the Nile may be separate affairs or concerted 
action. To England it makes no effectual 
difference. It has become necessary for her 
to say that she will fight them both if they 
persist. For the moment it rests with them 
to say whether they want war or peace. 


Germany’s Commanding Position. 


Note now the curious position that Ger- 
many occupies in this new aspect of affairs, 
so suddenly and sharply revealed. People 
who treated William as a maniac, and his 
diplomacy as monkey play, may hasten to 
revise their opinions. He has England 
where he wants her, that is gravely em- 
boiled with the two powers which menace 
his frontiers. If they strike sparks and a 
huge conflagration ensues, he can sit at his 
ease, watching his two natural enemies on 
the land waste and weaken themselves in 
war with his great rival on the sea. 

His premiums on fire insurance, so to 
speak, will be enormously lessened by the 
removal of the Franco-Russian combusti- 
bles to distant Asia and Africa, while he can 
pick up lots of maritime commerce which 
embattled England will be too engrossed 
to retain. At any time, too, he can intervene 
if it seems good to him and his allies, and 
Wivide untold territorial plunder with Franz 
Josef and Humbert upon an extremely min- 
imized margin of risk. The cream of the 
situation is undoubtedly his. 


Russia Scents the Game. 


A vivid perception of this situation seems 
to have flashed with belated suddenness 
upon Russian officialdom, for two new army 
corps are to be created hurriedly out of the 
infantry reserve and the scattcred cavalry 
éommands, and added to the enormous army 
already posted along the Austrian and Ger- 
man frontiers. 

Equally important is the amalgamation of 
civil and military authority in the two greaf 
western divisions of Kieff and Wilna, which 


have always hitherto been separate. The 


famous General Dragomiroff, who succeeds 


‘Ignatief at Kleff, is made both Governor 


General and Commandant. General Trotski, 
for some time commandant at Wilna. is now 
made Governor General as well. These 
things are of striking significance.. 


Germany Makes a Counter Move. 

Less dramatic, but equally suggestive, is 
William’s action in putting Prince Hohen- 
lohe forward at this juncture to make a 
sharp attack on the Polish language and 
traditions in the Reichstag. This was whol- 
ly gratuitous, if it does not conceal an im- 
portant object, because the fate of the navy 
bill depe on placating the Polish Depu- 
ties and their clerical allies. Apparently 
William has decided that circumstances are 
going to give him a German majority on 
his high-strung, patriotic platform, and 
that he can afford to squeeze his Slavic 
malcontents on the Eastern frontier as an 
excuse for doubling the garrisons posted 
among them. |

Henry Asquith, the former Home Secre- 
tary, as spokesman of the opposition, made 
it clear that the Liberals cordially indorsed 
the government's position, and the speech of 
the commander-in-chief of the army, Lord 
Wolseley; at the banquet in London on 
Thursday, when he asserted that if Great 
Britain declared for war tomorrow she could 
have two of the finest and most fully 
equipped army corps lu readiness at any 
British port before ships could be prepared 
to embark them, has also had a reassuring 
effect, while the decided improvement in. 
the outlook of the Indian rebellion has been 
a great relief to the government. The news- 
papers of London and the British provinces 
are Unanimous in approving the policy of the 
government in their editorial comments. 
The Times points out, apropos of the report-

Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Quarrel 

There is much comment in Berlin court 
circles at the news from Darmstadt of the 
increasing matrimonial differences of the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess Louls. A 
fortnight ago there was a terrible scene be- 
tween them, the trouble culminating, it is 
asserted, in the Grand Duke laying violent 
hands upon his wife and ejecting her from 
the room. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and 
Gotha has been repeatedly appealed to by 
his daughter, and letters of bitter complaint 
have been sent to Queen Victoria, but both 
the Duke and her Majesty profess inability 
to cure the trouble. The Czarina, who was 


‘also approached on the subject, is said to 


have sided with her brother, Duke Louis. 
The quarrels are said to be largely due to 
the national prejudices of the Germans and 
English, and vice versa. 


New State Loans Necessary. 

The. announcement of the Minister of Fi- 
nance, Dr. Miquel, in the Diet on Wednes- 
day that, notwithstandipg the increased tax 
receipts and the large surplus, new Prussian 
State louns are necessary, has created a sen- 
sation. It is understood that the new loans 
will be largely used in improving the rolling 
stock of the railroads. 


Curtailment of Rights of Workers.

FOREIGN MAILS ARE SLOW. 


Business with England Is Greafly Im- 
peded Owing to Faulty Postal 
Arrangements. 


London, Tan: 22.—Busifiess houses have 
had their American business hampered by 
| the recent erratic arrivals of the mails. 
Complaints in past times were made against 
the British postoffices, it being claimed that 
mails were sent by British subsidized lines 
instead of by the fastest vessels, when more 
than one mall steamer was sailing on the 
same day. According. to the postal author- 
ities here, this camplaint is equally applica- 
ble to the American postal officials. They 
eite an example this week, for the mail was 
not delivered until Friday, while much of 
it might have heen carried by the Trave, 
saiiinge on Jan. 12, and arriving on Wednes- 
day last, wi nh only a few specially directed 
letters. Besides, the Teutonic, which also 
sailed on Jan. 12, brought no mails. 

A. B. Mad, the Superintendent of Mails at 
the general postoffice here, when informed 
‘of the complaint, said: 

“We use discretion as to what ships we 
send our mails by and always give the pref- 
erence to the fastest vessels. We invariably 
send the Irfsh mails by the steamers calling 
at Queenstown, so as to obviate the delay in 
transit to Dublin via Southampton, London, 
Holy Head, and Kingstown.”

Anti-Semitism in France 


The Dreyfus affair is fast becoming a 
question hot so much of judicial error or 
anti-Semitism as of the stability of the 
French republic itself, English opinion gen- 
erally favors Zola’s theory that the inverted 
pyramid of falsehoods was biilt upon a lie 
as apex, and the deliberate refusal of the 
French authorities to clear up the mystery 
proves to the average Englishman that they 
are under the thumb of the army, which, 
in turn, ig subject to a Russophile War of- 
fice. Let ‘the army really share the present 
popular passion against the Jews, and 
France may once more be on the verge of 
revolution. a 

This anti-Semitic outburst in France gives 
special interest to the views strongly held in 
high Jewish quarters here that Cardinal 
Rampolla at last has succeeded in overcom- 
ing the Pope's persistent sympathy with the 
Jews. The most tangible evidence of Car- 
dinal Rampolla's victory is the deliberate 
and unrepudiated attack on the Jews in the 
Osseryatore Romano, the close connection 
of which journal with the Vatican no one 
doubts. Its defense of recent anti-Semitic 
outbreaks in France, Roumania, and Bohe- 
mia is accepted as stating the present ruling 
opinion of the Vatican.

Another ‘much debated question Which 
raises doubts how far the Pope remains the 
master of the Vatican is the emphatic pro- 
nouncement of the Civilta Cattolica for an

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Thinks Free Coinage Accounts 
for Mexican “ Prosperity.” 


FLUCTUATION OF EXCHANGE. 


It Is the Particular Feature of Which 
the Merchants Complain. 


CONDITION OF LABORING CLASSES.

HE reading which I did preparatory to 
my visit to Mexico revealed to me how 
little I had known of the history of 
that country, past and current. In 

this connection I acknowledge my in- 
debtedness to Sefior Romero, the Mexican 
Minister at Washington for advance proofs 
of his book, just issuing from the press, de- 
scriptive of Mexico at the present time. 
Sefior Romero, besides being a student of 
great industry and research, is thoroughly 
familiar with our language, and his book 
will be of great value to both republics in 
that it gives to the people of the, United 
States full and authentic information with 
regard to our neighbor on the south. 

The readers of Tue TRIBUNE may be in- 


- terested in a brief reference to some of the 


facts which came under my observatſon dur- 
ing a three week’s stay in the land of the 


Aztecs. 
->- 
I found: : 
First—That Mexico is a delightful place 
to visit. Travel on the main lines is as 


safe, as comfortable, and as cheap às in the 
United States. The City of Mexico i within 
four days’ ride of Kansas City, and can be 
reached by three routes. The Mexican Na- 
tional leaves the Rio Grande at Laredo, the

International at Eagle Pass, and the Mexi- 
can Central at El Paso. 5 

The weather is dry and pleasan} during 
the winter months, and thé temperature 
high enough to be inviting tovthose who find 
the cold of the North too rigorous. The 
descent from the City of Mexico to Vera 
Cruz can be made between sunrise and sun- 
set, and in the course of the day the trav- 
eler has an opportunity to compare the flora 
of two zones. As both the Mexican and the 
Interoceanic railroads connect the capital 
with this seaport, the tourist is enabled to 
vary the scenery without loss of time. The 
new railroad which is building from the City 
of Mexico to Acapulco rises 2,500 fe@t almost 
within sight of the City of Mexico, nd then 
drops 5,000 feet to Cuernavaca, 41 present 
terminus. The three snow-crowndi peaks, 
Popocatapetl, Iztaccihuatl, and Origaba, are 
magnificent mountains. Popocatapetl and 
Iztaccihuatl are near the City of Mexico. 
The first named, the largest of the three, 
presents the best view from Cuernayaca, All

Third—That the Mexican authorities en- 
tertain a very friendly feeling toward the 
citizens of the United States and heartily 
desire a continuation of the amicable rela- 
tions now existing between the two nations.

Fourth That Mexico is as firm as the 
United States in the support of the Monroe 
doctrine, having realized only thirty years 
ago the dangers attendant upon an attempt 
to extend monarchical institutions upon th 
western hemisphere. :

Fifth—That President Diaz is entirely de- 
serving of the encomiums bestowed upon 
him by his oyn people, by resident Ameri- 
cans, and by ‘visitors. He has a genlut for 
public affairs, understands the condition and 
needs of his people, and has their confidence 
to a degree seldom enjoyed by an executive, 
either hereditary or elective. While the ad- 
vantages of a stable government are now so 
generally recognized that his death or resig- 
nation would not disturb the existing order 
of things, yet his qualifications have been so 
amply proven and his administration so com- 
pletely successful that his people are unani- 
mous in the hope that he may yet enjoy 
many years of official life. 

Hidalgo, the warrior priest, who led the 
movement which resulted in independence, 
is called the Mexican Washington; Juarez, 
who successfully defended his country 
against Maximilian, was the second great 
Mexican leader of the nineteenth century;

It was our good fortune to be invited to 
witness the distribution of prizes for the 
schools -of the federal district. Nothing 
imnpressed me more than the scene here pre- 


.sented. President Diaz delivered the awards 


to several hundred boys and girls. The In- 
dian and the Spaniard, the rich and the 
poor,’ all mingle together in the public 
schools and vie with each other for the prizes. 
The State not only furnishes instruction 
in the elementary branches, but provides 
industrial training for both boys and girls, 
normal schools for teachers, and profession- 
al schools for students of law and medicine. 

President Diaz regently quoted a remark 
made by Von Moltke in praise of the German 
schoolteacher, and also pointed out the neces- 
sity for educated mothers. He recognizes, 
as did Jefferson, that popular education is 
vital in a republic, and largely through his 
efforts Mexico sees a yearly increase in the 
number öt those who are capable of intelll- 
gent participation in government. 

—— 

Ninth— That the free coinage of silver is 
entirely satisfactory to the people of Mexico. 
They have had a chance to test their system 
thoroughly and to compare it with the sys- 
tems of the United States, England, France, 
and Germany, and I found no disposition 
either among the officials or among the peo- 
ple to favor the gold standard. 

The federal government pays about 
$6,000,000 annually in gold obligations, and, 
‘while it is compelled to collect over $12,000,- 
000 in silver to cover this interest account, 
it has no @ifficulty in doing so, because of the 
prosperous condition of the national in- 
dustries. The government is not only meet- 
ing its expenses but has a surplus. 

In Mexico the producers of wealth have 
not encountered the disastrous fall in prices 
which has afflicted all the gold standard 
countries since 1873. While exchange has 
fluctuated, the fluctuation has only affected 
foreign trade, and that fluctuation, while of 
small importance when compared with the 
great advantage of meintaining the level 
of prices, will entirely disappear when the 
parity between gold and silver is restored. 

I found quite a number of Mexicans who 
went so far as to express the hope that the 
United States would continue the gold 


standard because of the advantage which 


Mexican manufacturers find in a high rate 
of ‘exchange, but the majority of the people 
with whom I talked desire the restoration of 
bimetallism in the United States in order 
that stability in exchange may be added to 
stability in price. 


The United States has had the gold stand- 


ard for twenty-three years, and the system 


has proven so unsatisfactory that at the 
last election six million and a half voters 
expressed a desire for independent bimetal- 
lism, while seven millions cast their votes 
for candidates pledged to international bi- 
metallism. The gold standard has been so 
disastrous that even a Republican adminis- 
tration is asking foreign nations to help us 
get rid of it. The people of Mexico could 
adopt the gold standard if they desired to 
do so, and yet no considerable number of 


them wish to abandon silver. 
— 


Tenth— That Mexico is more prosperous 
today than ever before. Her industries are 
increasing in number and importance. 
Near Orizaba is a cotton mill of immense 
proportions. The company operates eight- 
een thousand looms and seventy thousand 
spindles. The plant has earned more than 
16 per cent a year on the capita! stock dur- 
ing the last five years, has been enlarged 
at the rate of more than 10 per cent per 
annum during that time, and the company 
is preparing to add 500 looms and 12,000 
spindles this year. 

At San Luis Potosi I found a cotton fac- 
tory, owned by an American. The proprie- 
tor told us he had been enlarging his plant 
and found the business profitable. I went 
through a new cotton factory at Monterey, 
and learned of a large mill now under con- 
struction at Guadalajara. There are a num- 
ber of cotton mills also in the neighborhood 
of Pueblo. 

Tha manufacture of woolen goods, the 
manufacture of hats, the manufacture of 
boots and shoes, and the brewing of beer 
are all growing industries. The silk indus- 
try is in its infancy, but a Frenchman has 
planted over 3,000,000 mulberry trees in the 
State of Guanajuato within the last few 
years and is much encouraged over the suc- 
cess thus far achieved. I visited a silk fac- 
tory which ke had recently opened in the 
suburbs of the City of Mexico. 

The premium on gold has acted as a wall 
to keep out foreign ‘competition, and at the 
same time has given & substantial bounty 
upon exports. While I was in Mexico the 
gold premium varied from $1.05 to $1.15, and 
I shall, therefore, take $1.10 as an average, 
In 1873 the Mexican dollar commanded a 
premium of about three cents over our gold 
dollar.

fixed charges refused to fall. One of the gold 
men of my own State has laid aside his po- 
litical scruples sufficiently to invest in a 
large tract of land near Tampico, upon which 
he is planting the coffee berry. He is not 
the only American citizen who is seeking in 
Mexico the prosperity for which he voted in 
the United States. 

The cotton mills of Mexico now consume 
more cotton than Mexico produces, but the 
acreage is increasing. If, as some expect, 
they find it possible to produce upon Mexican 
soil all the cotton needed by their mills, the 
Mexicans will become dangerous competitors 
of the gold standard countries. At present 
they are handicapped by having to import 
so large a proportion of their raw material. 

In reply to the argument that is some- 
times made—namely: that we cannot protect 
our manufacturers by still higher duties—I 
contend that we canonly do so by increasing 
the disadvantage under which American 
farmers now labor. The lot of our farmer is 
hard enough when the price of what he buys 
falls in the same proportion as the price of 
his own product, because even then his taxes, 
debts, and other fixed charges do not fall. 
If, however, we maintain the price of man- 
ufactured goods by a high tariff, the bur- 
dens of the farmer will be so increased as 
to make his ultimate bankruptcy certain. 

I might mention in this connection that I 
found many of our protected manufacturers 
selling their wares in Mexico in competition 
with their European rivals. At one store I 
found lamps and lamp chimneys made inMis- 
souri, hammers and shovels made in Phila- 
delphia, cutlery made in Massachusetts, also 
Yale Iccks, Disston saws, and hinges made 
in the United States. California wines and 
canned fruits and Chicago canned meats 
find a market in Mexico. 

At Guanajuato is a theater, recently com- 
pleted, the structural tron of which came 
from the United States. At several places I 
saw electrical apparatus of American con- 
struction. In many instances an additional 
discount is given by American manufactur- 
ers upon exported goods, 
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Eleventh— That wages are not only higher 
on an average than ever before, but still ris- 
ing. Progress or retrogression can be deter- 
mined only by comparing the present with 
the past. The condition of the laboring 
classes in Mexico can be improved, but it is 
a fact that they are in better condition than 
they were in 1873, when the Mexican dollar 
was worth more than our gold dollar, and I 
believe that their condition is much better 
today than it would have been if Mexico had 
adopted the gold standard when the United 
States did. It is not fair to compare the wages 
in one country with the wages in another 
country without first making allowances for 
differences in efficiency, differences in cli- 
matic conditions, differences in habits, etc. 

Even within the boundaries of our own 
country there are differences too great to be 
ignored. During President Harrison's ad- 
ministration Secretary Rusk issued a docu- 
ment entitled Wages cf Farm Labor in the 
United States (report No. 4, year 1892). 
Page 16 of this report contains atable show- 
ing that in 1892 the average wages for farm 
labor without board was $12.50 per month in 
South Carolina, $13.30 in North Carolina, 
$13.50 in Georgia, and $15.75 in Alabama, 
while in California the wages paid were 
$36.50, and in the State of Washington $37.50; 
the average for all ths States for that year 
being $18.60. For farm labor with board the 
wages varied from $8.4) to $25 and averaged 
$12.54. 

The report states that Caucasian labor re- 
ceived for farm work in the United States 
$282 per annum and suggests that the same 
labor received about $150 in Great Britain 
and $90 in Germany. I refer to this report 
because it was issued by Republican author- 
ity and shows that under the operation of 
the same financial system and the same 
tariff system farm labor received three 
times as much in one part of the union as it 
did in another part. 

When it is remembered that the wages paid 
in each State were ascertained by averages, 
it will be seen that the difference between 
the best paid labor and the poorest paid 
labor is still greater. The report also shows 
that in the United States Caucasian farm 
labor receives more than three times as 
much as the same labor receives in Ger- 
many, although both have a gold standard 
and a protective tariff. 

Between 1816 and 1834 England had a gold 
standard afid the United States had a dou- 
ble standard, with silver as the money in 
common use, and yet laboring men were 
better off here than in England. Turkey 
is one of the gold standard nations, and 
Japan untjl recently coined silver at @ ratio 
almost identical with ours, and yet the prog- 
ress of Japan was so great that Mr. Cleve- 
land commented upon it in a message during 
his second term. The gold standard advo- 
cate who would consider it unfair to com- 
pare Japan and Turkey does not hesitate to 
blame silver for the low wages of the peons 
of Mexico. 

In all the leading cities of Mexico can be 
found people from the United States, Eng- 
land, Germany, and France—all drawn from 
gold standard countries by the advantages 
offered in Mexico. Few have gone from the 
United States to Canada, where they have

Twelfth—Real estate is rising in Mexico. 
Public and private improvements are in 
progress. Guadalajara, one of the .argest 
cities of the republic and surpassed by none 
in beauty, has recently decided to putina 
complete system of sewerage and water 
works. The work of constructing the sewers 
was let to a New Jersey contractor last 
month. Monterey has recently laid consid- 
erable brick pavement and the capital has 
nearly completed a sewerage tunnel through 
a mountain range. 

Electricity is taking the place of the old 
time street lantern, the shoe is gradually 
supplanting the sandal, and the coat is 
winnipg against the serape. 

It would be unfair to give to Mexico’s 
financial policy credit for all the progress 
which the country has made in the last 
twenty-two years. Her government and her 
government officials have contributed much 
to her development by giving security to life, 
protection to property, and stimulus to edu- 
cation. If the advocates of the gold stand- 
ard insist that her financial system has been 
a hindrance and that she has gone forward. 
not because of it, but in spite of it, I reply 
that my observation, as well as my reason, 
leads me to believe that the use of silver has

Mexico is not strong enough to maintain 
the parity between the metals, but the peo- 
ple of the United States are. Mexico has by 
the use of silver avoided the fui in prices, 
but has suffered to a certain extent from the 
fluctuations in exchange. By opening our 
mints to the free coinage of silver we, too, 
shall escape from falling prices, and, by 
maintaining the parity, we shall in addition 
avoid fluctuation in exchange.

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HARMFUL. 
Physicians Regard Action of Long Is- 
land School Authorities in Remov- 

ing Them as Unnecessary. — 

— 


Chicago physicians do not indorseghe ac- 
tion of the school authorities at Eastport, 
L. I., who have ordered all potted plants 
out of school-houses on the ground that 
they spread scarlet fever. Dr. William T. 
Bellfield of the faculty of Rush Medical 
College said he had never heard of flowers 
being discriminated against on that ground 
before. 

** Potted plants spread scarlet fever,” he 
said, in the same manner that a gloye 
or a blackboard, a wall map, or any other 
object does. Dust, bearing the germs of 
fever, can settle on an object and then be 
shaken off again into the air. This is true, 
of course, of plants. But if they are going 
to put out of a room all objects that spread 
scarlet fever in the same way potted plants 
do I don’t see where they are — — 
or what there will de left in the 


when they get through.“ 

Dr. Sanger Brown said: “So far fs 4 
know, the fact that plants disseminate gear- 
let fever has never been demonstrated. 
Scarlet fever is contagious, and 
emanations from patients, when 
people are brought into contact with them, 
reproduce diseases that cannot be 22 
in any other way that I know of. far 
as science goes, the only way plants might 
be productive of spreading disease is from 
the emanations of those having disease 
lodging on plants, the matter distributed 
being thrown into the air when plants are 
moved. This is true of other objects, as well 
as plants. There is no foundation in medi- 
cal science for this idea of flowers 
scarlet fever. It has been stated in this 
wonnection that flowers sent into a sick- 
room have carried out the germs of disease. 
This might be true of many objects.

An eclipse of the sun always takes place 
in the time of the new moon, while an 
eclipse of the moon occurs only when our 
satellite is in opposition at the period of the 
full moon. However, when our satellite is 
in another position the shadow of the moon 
projects into space without reaching the 
earth, nor does the shadow of the earth reach 
the moon. The question is often asked 
whether an eclipse occurs at every full or 
new moon. Certainly not, and the reason fer 

this is not difficult to understand. If the 
paths of the earth around the sun, or of the 
moon around the earth, were the same, 
eclipses of the sun and of the moon would 
not occur every two months. We know, 
however, that the moon tends to take the 
path of the ecliptic, while the shadow of 
this satellite at the time of the new moon 
falls above or below the earth. In the same 
period the moon, owing to its position out 
of the ecliptic; moves above or below the 
shadow-cone cast by the earth. When this 
happens an eclipse is impossible.

The 
moon and sun charts show that on the aver- 
age, in the course of ten years and ten days, 
seventy eclipses can be observed, of which

sun eclipses. During no year are there more 

than seven eclipses nor less than two. When 
there are but two eclipses a year they are 
of the sun. The number of eclipses 
of sun compared with those of the moon 
are in the proportion of three to two. At 
given place, however, while the eclipse 
moon is observed in different sections 
of the earth, a largef number of eclipses of 
the sun are observed than of the moon. at 
more eclipses of the sun occur than of the 
moon is shown by the fact that the shadow 
of the moon is narrower than the zone in 
which this satellite is found, and in order to 
produce an eclipse of the sun the satellite 
must enter the sun's shadow. It can there- 
tore be understood that the entrance of the 
moon in the above named space, however 
small it may be, produces an eclipse of the 
gun for parts of the earth. 

In every period of eighteen years there are 
twenty-eight central eclipses of the sun, 
which, according to conditions and circum- 
stances, can elther be annular or total.

He was followed on 
the same side of the argument by Senators 
Daniel, Berry, and Caffery. 

The opposition was based upon the gen- 
eral ground of Longstreet’s connection with 
the Kellogg-Warmouth faction in politics in 
Louisiana in the reconstruction days of that 
State. Mr. Caffery was especially zealous 
in his opposition, saying that Longstreet 
had im those days antagonized the best in- 
terests of his State and for this reason he. 
Was opposed to him now. He held that the 
General's position at that time indicated a 
want of judgment, which would render him 
incapable of filling so important a position 
as that of Railroad Commissioner. Mr. Vest 
stated that he had been in Louisiana dur- 
ing the reign of the reconstructionists and 
knew that party to have been perfidious in 
its disregard of the interests of the people 
and he said that Longstreet’s identification 
with it was sufficient to condemn him in his 
(Vest's) eyes.

THEIR FAITH FAILS TO CURE. 


Christian Scientists at Batavia, III., 
Censured by a Coroner’s Jury 
for Neglect. 


Batavia, III., Jan. 22.—[Special.J—Ruth 
Parce, the 4-months-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jerome Parce.of Batavia, died in 
convulsions. The parents are Christian Sci- 
entists, and ealled in no medical attendant. 
Miss Willette McCracken, a leading ex- 
ponent of the faith, treated the child after 
the manner of her belief. It was impossible 
to secure a burial permit, because no ph§si- 
clan would sign a death certificate, and 
angry neighbors yesterday.called upon Cor- 
oner C. B. Meade to investigate the case and 
issue a certificate of death. The Coroner 
impaneled a jury, sifted the evidence, and 
found that Miss McCracken had received 
regular physician’s fees for her attendance 
upon the innocent sufferer. The verdict of 
the jury was in the following words: 

We, the jury, find that there has been 
carelessness and neglect on the part of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jerome Parce, parents of the dead 
child, Ruth Parce, and recommend that they 
be held to await the action of the grand jury 
in bonds of $200 each, and that Miss Willette 
McCracken, Christian Scientist, be held to 
the grand jury in bonds of $500.” 

Miss MoCracken preached the funeral ser- 
mon of the dead child after the Coroner gave 
his permission for the burial of the body. 
The Christian Scientists include several of 
the most wealthy families in Batavia.

Jaures and Debornis the 
latter shouted to Jaures: Tou are unques- 
tionably in the pay of the Dreyfus syn- 
dioate!“ 

To this M. Jaures shouted fiercely in reply, 
but he was unable to make himself heard. 


Tries to Throw an Inkstand. 

In the meanwhile M. Doville was trying 
to throw an inkstand at the head of M. 
Debornis, but was restrained by the Depu- 
ties around him. Several persons in the 
press galleries exchanged blows during the 
uproar and the people in the public Sal- 
leries climbed upon the seats shouting en- 
couragement or abuse at the Deputies. 

M. Debornis, during the course of an n- 
terview after the disturbance, said: 

„The official report will show that I said: 
‘ Jaures, you are counsel for the syndicate.“ 
At the same moment M. Grault struck me 
without warning and his colleagues sur- 
rounded me and prevented me from return- 
ing the attack. In blind anger I scaled the 
tribune and raised my hand against Jaures 
without seeing whether his back or his face 
was towards me. I am ready to give him 
whatever satisfaction he demands.”’ 

There is much talk of a duel between MM. 
Debornis and Jgures, but the friends of the 
latter declare that he will not fight. 

After the attack made upon him, M. Jaures 
was the object of an ovation upon the part 
of the Socialist deputies. When the order 
was given to clear the tribune the reporters 
were invited to retire, but before so doing 
several of them made a demonstration in 
favor of M. Jaures, shouting: “ Bravo, 
vive Jaures.“ 


Proceedings Are in Secret. 

The subsequent proceedings of the Cham- 
ber were not known for some time, as the 
doors were closed, but later it was an- 
nounced that the bureau of the Chamber was 
in session under the Presidency of M. Bris- 
son, considering the measures advisable to 
be taken. 

The newspaper men and the public, pour- 
ing into the lobbies of the House, found them 
occupied by armed troops, that had been 
summoned when the disturbance began in 
the Chamber. On learning this many of the 
Deputies protested and the soldiers were 
withdrawn. The officers of the House, under 
the Presidency of M. Brisson, retired to con- 
sult as to whether it was necessary to inform 
the public prosecutor of the episode, while, 
at M. Brisson’s request, the various groups 
of the Chamber held caucuses in order to 
consider the advisability of resuming the sit- 
ting. A majority feared a renewal of the 
disorders, and M. Brisson assumed the re- 
sponsibility of deciding not to resume the 
sitting. 

The spectators, who had in the meanwhile 
assembled in excited groups outside the 
Palais Bourbon (otherwise the Chamber of 
Deputies), were calmed by the announce-

EXPERTS PITY OLD ST. LOUIS. 


Blectricians Say Free Current Is Due 
to Poor Equipment and Does 
Great Damage. 


Chicago electricians and engineers are not 
worried over the discovery in St. Louis of 
a vein of free electricity. The operators 
of the Bell Telephone company there an- 
nounced a day or two ago that anybody in 
the Missouri town could have all the current 
desired if he would make the proper con- 
nections with the street railway tracks. 
Instead of feeling envious, however, the 
engineers here say the privilege is no benefit 
to the city in which it occurs. On the con- 
trary, they affirm, it denotes a sad state of 
affairs. 

The unusual condition presented in St. 
Louis appears to be due to the imperfect 
grounding of the street railroad lines, and 
has been known to exist there for some 
years. The current which is used in operat- 
ing the street car motors experiences great 
difficuity in getting beck to the powerhouse 
after it is used and takes the easiest path 
it can find. Certain water and gas mains 
form a better connection than the rails 
themselves or even the copper return wires 
ot the company. Hence a connection made 
between the pipes and the street car tracks 
results in a flow of current. A number of 
peculiar conditions heighten this effect and 
in some places a large amount of current 
will now from one kind of pipes to another 
or from the ground into the pipes. Several 
barber shops and owners of basements there 
have availed themselves of the state of 
affairs to run small motors or burn lights. 
The car compantes do not object, as it aids 
the return of their currents. 

But the fact that this condition exists 
argues badly for the return systems of the 
street railways, experts here say. It means 
that all the pipes and metal conduits in the 
streets, in value amounting to many millions 
of dollars, are ex to slow but certain 
destruction. Biectrolysis takes place in 
them at the point where the current leaves 
the pipes to go into the powerhouse and the 
consequences are most serious. Such a state 
of affairs in this city would mean incalcu- 
lable loss and trouble. Owing to the fact 
that the Chicago roads have all provided 
adequate return wires for all their lines of 
track, however, this ia not possible here. 
For that reason engineers of this city feel 
only pity at 11 free electricity kept on tap

Congressman Will Relp to 
Keep Letter Carriers. 
SERVICE MIGHT SUFFER. 


Other Cook County Members En- 
listed in the Work. 


GREAT ECONOMY IS SHOWN. 


When Congressman D. W. Mills, who is 
now in Chicago, returns to Washington with- 
in two or three days he will take steps to get 
the Cook County members of Congress to- 
gether to oppose any decimation of the let- 
ter carrier service in Chicago, in case a 
similar move has not been made by others 
during his absence from Washington. 

At the Chicago Postoffice yesterday it was 
stated the service in this city must suffer 
greatly if any considerable reduction is made 
in the number of letter carriers employed 
here. Postmaster Gordon was not in the 
city, but Assistant Postmaster Hubbard 
said it was not thought likely there would 
be any serious reduction in the force of car- 
riers. 

Congressman Mills interested himself tn 
the matter as soon as the order came from 
the Postoffice department at Washington 
some time ago, calling upon pogimasters in 
large cities to submit plans for a reduction 
of the force. He became convinced that tho 
conduct of the service here is so systemat- 
ically arranged that none of the time of em- 
ployés goes to waste, and consequently a de- 
crease in the force would result in more harm 
to Chicago than to some city where the postal 
service is not so economically administered. 


Congressman Mills Talks. 


Speaking of this matter, Congressman 
Mills said: 

* Certainly Chicago has never been grant- 
ed anything in the way of postal facilities 
that it did not need, and in comparison to 
Eastern cities it is far behind in securing the 
favors of the department. More than that, 
I have learned by investigation that the 
postoffice authorities in Chicago accomplish 
more with the same number of men than is 
accomplished in any other of the large 
cities in proportion. For this reason I think 
the matter can be laid before the department 
at Washington in such manner as to show 
that injustice would be done in reducing the 
force in Chicago.” 

Assistant Postmaster Hubbard adduced 
figures from the records of the office fora 
number of years showing how ecenomy in 
the time of mei had been secured through 
careful sifting of the system of delivery and 
collection of mails to remove all imperfec- 
tions which caused delays, waits, and idle- 
ness, even for a few minutes. These figures 
were based on the eight-hour law as applied 


to the work of postal employés, time being 


counted as lost whenever an employé spent 

less than eight hours at actual work on any 

day. 0 
What the Records Show. 


By the records it was shown that the 
idle hours of carriers and collectors of mail 
in January, 1895, amounted to the full time 
of seventy-five men for the month. From 
this time until the close of 1807 there was 
a gradual diminution in the amount of time 
loss, due to a continued and careful study 
of the carrier and collection system to dis- 
cover its defects, and as a result the total 
lost time in December, 1897, with a consider- 
ably larger force of men employed, amount- 
ed only to the full time of fourteen men for 
the month. 

„Comparison of the work of this office,” 
said Mr. Hubbard, with that done in 
other large cities, will show that in propor- 

. tion to the territory covered and the amount 
of matter handle@, the force in Chicago, 
about 1,148 men, does as much work as 
1,250 or 1,300 men accomplish, proportional- 
ly, m many of the Eastern cities, like New 
York, Boston, and Philadelphia. For this 
reason any reduction in our carrier force 
would cripple us more seriously than in 
these cities, where with fewer men the 
same amount of work might be accom- 
plished with more careful system. 

I doubt if the force will be reduced here. 
It is more likely that on account of the 
financial condition of the department we 
will have to delay making proposed addi- 
tions to the carrier territory, and Chicago 
Lawn and some of the far southern and 
northwestern districts of the city may have 
to wait longer than they expected for car- 
rier service. In any event, none of the ter- 
ritory now included within the carrier 
limits would be cut off. The reduction would 
result in fewer deliveries wherever required 
to keep the work within the power of the 
number of men allowed.“

The Council Committee on Harbors and 
Bridges recéived another memorial yester- 
Gay suggesting one more scheme by which 
the improvement of the Chicago River can 
be avoided and the street railway companies 
relieved of the necessity of lowering their 
tunnels. This came from The Taxpayers’ 
and Improvement association of the North 
and Northwest Sides and was presented 
by a committee composed of ex-Alderman 
“ Billy” Eisteldt, ex-Alderman. Billy 
Young, ex-Alderman Haynes. James Bair- 
stow, and others. It asks that a ship canal 
be built from the North Branch of the Cni- 
cago River to Lake Michigan, in the vicinity 
of Grosse Point, through which, by means 
of a lock, lake vessels could get into the river 
without going up the North Branch, as at 
present. The argument made is that such 
a canal would cleanse the North Branch by 
forcing water from the lake through it, and 
would add to the value of the Northwest 
property by making the North Branch valu- 
able. Its cost was estimated at $3,000,000. 
Alderman Coughlin said of the proposi- 
tion: All these schemes are being put in 
here to take away attention from the main 
object we ought to have in mind, and that is 
the improvement of the river so it will be 
navigable for all lake vessels. If these plans 
keep on coming in here Congress will think 
the people of Chicago are divided over the 
manner in which the river shall de im- 
proved. I want to say they are not divided. 
All this fight is being made by those who 
want to embarrass the people who are urg- 
ing some practical plan.“ 


Alderman Francis tried to answer him, but 


the Alderman from the First Ward stuck to 
his position, that the canal schemes were 
nothing but a fire in the rear.

HER $10,000 VERDICT HELD UP. 


Fannie Gideon Hall's Judgment 
Against the Netherlands Life In- 
surance Co. Not Determined. 


The case in which Fannie Gideon Hail re- 
ceived judgment for $10,000 life insurance on 
the policy held by her husband, E. M. Hall, 
in the Netherlands Life Insurance com- 
pany was remanded for trial yesterday by 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The judgment was granted by a jury before 
Judge Allen of the United States Circuit 
Court, and the case was appealed. E. M. 
Hall, a newspaper correspondent, took out a 
policy for $10,000 Feb. 3, 1896. A month later 
his body was found in a hotel in Cincinnati, 
and the circumstances indicated suicide. As 
the suicide occurred within one year after 
the date of the policy, it was asserted that 
false claims were made by Hall in his appli- 
cation for insurance. The opinion handed 
down yesterday held that the trial court 
erred in admitting the contract of insurance, 
because the action, if any, existed in the ad- 
ministrator of E. M. Hall, and not in the as- 
signee of the policy, and the suit should 
have been brought in the name of the ad- 
ministrator for the benefit of the assignee 
instead of in her own name.

Flour can be sent from this country free. 
of duty by especial agreement of the Span- 
ish authorities, and as it has previously ne- 
cessitated a hundred per cent outlay in order 
to get flour through the custom-house at 
Havana, it is desirable that flour should be 
purchased in America and forwarded to 
Cuba, as if the money is sent to Consul Gen- 
eral Lee it will cost him more to purchase the 
floor in Havana than it will to ship it duty 
free from this country. 

According to the State department, money 
expended, in this country can be made to go 
twice as far as though it were sent to Cuba 
to be expended there. The money destined 
for the relief of the Cuban sufferers had bet- 
ter, therefore, be forwarded direct to the 
State department at Washington, and be 
expended by it in purchasing supplies in 
this country to be forwarded through the 
channels now opened. 

The children are the principal sufferers. 
Condensed milk is therefore the most de- 
sirable thing to purchase in order that the 
etarving ones may be saved. The State de- 
partment showed its wisdom. recently by 
purchasing $800 worth of condensed milk to 
be forwarded by the next bat. The money 
was donated by the charitable of Montana, 
and so well has the State department sys- 
tematized the working of the relief bureaus 
that the money was exchanged for con- 
densed milk and the milk sent on its way to 
save the lives of the Cuban babies within 
one day after its receipt. 

There are few cows in Cuba, and milk is at 
a high premium. Far too high for the help- 
less children of Cuban pacificoes to expect 
to get any from the regular sources. Wey- 
ler’s soldiers have long ago killed ok the 


cattle in order to devour the beef, and even 
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distribution of relief supplies. 

Every American in Cuba will 
be temporarily turned into a relief bureau. 

Negotiations are going on with all the 
steamship companies looking to the free 
transportation of supplies, the privilege 
granted by the Ward line. 

Popular subscription lists are being opened 
in all directions and every one is bestirring

The very situation of the university sug- 
gests a world-wide scope. On the western 
verge of the new world, it might stand for 
the bond which binds the Occident to the 
Orient, or the beacon of progressive civiliza- 
tion rising on the most advanced geo ph- 
ical point of its march, and calling to those 
Bastern nations which have slept while the 
world moved on to come out of the night of 
their past. 

To plan such a university and to design 


buildings and lay out grounds suitable to be | 


the home of such a force for the enlishten- 
ment of seekers after knowledge, Mrs. 
Hearst has invited the best architects in 
every civilized nation to compete, and has 
provided a generous reward for the one who 
shall be adjudged successful, as well as com- 
pensation for thase who are not. Hor over a 
year Mrs. Hearst has had her agents trav- 
eling all over the world to interes the best 
architects of all countries in this gompeti- 
tion and in securing the nsent ot eminent 
men to act as judges. This work was re- 
cently completed, and was follow on the 
15th of this month by the issuance pf a pro- 
gram of the purposes of Mrs. Hearst with 
reference to the university, with maps of 
the present grounds and buildingsgand full 
and detailed information as to whit would 
be expected of the contestants for the prize 
which she offers. She has set apart a sum 
total of $20,000 to be devoted to premiums 
for the best plans. At least $8,000 of this is

The distribution of the buildings on the 
grounds is left to the judgment of the ar- 
chitects and no limitations are put on the 
material to be used. The attention of the 
contestants is, however, called to the im- 
portance of a monumental and artistic as- 
pect to the roofs, as the marked declivity 
of the grounds creates special conditions of 
perspective, and the spectator, placed on the 
summit of the grounds, will have the view 
of the roofs on successive lower elevations. 
The altitude of the site is 260 feet above the 
sea and a superb view of the Bay of San 
Francisco can be had from it. 

The jury to award the prizes will be in- 
ternational, and the judges to the pre- 
liminary competition are: R. Norman 
Shaw, London; J. L. Paschal, Paris: Paul 
Wallot, Dresden; Walter Cook, New York, 
and J. B. Reinstein, San Francisco. 

The competition will close on the Ist of 
July this year, and before that time the 
plans must be deposited with the United 
States Consul at Antwerp. From the plans 
then submitted the preliminary selections 
will be made and later the final award made 
from these. 

That there will be ample funds to carry 
out this magnificent purpose seems certain. 
Besides the $4,000,000 already pledged, and

largest contributor, the present resources 
of the university are valued at nearly 
$9,000,000, and in addition to the income 
from this source the institution gets yearly 
from the United States $400,000, and $250,000 
from the State tax. 

But Mrs. Hearst would be fully able to 
carry her dream of the most magnificent 
university in the world to reality with her 
own resources, if it should be necessary. 
When Senator Hearst died his estate was 
inventoried at $20,000,000, and it has been 
variously estimated since at from $10,000,000 
to $35,000,000. In June of 1896 one transac- 
tion of the estate in 270,000 shares of Ana- 
conda copper mine stock brought $7,000,000. 
Besides this, the estate has large holdings 
in silver mines and California property, 
which would place its wealth at very near 
the highest estimate. 

The intention, however, in having these 
plans is to furnish at the outset a well-con- 
ceived general purpose, the guiding thought 
of the entire undertaking, which will enable 
the promoters to proceed wisely in the crea- 
tion successively, as funds may be provided, 
of the various colleges and departments of 
the great university.

She is sure of luncheons, dinners, teas, and 
drives, which all have their special needs. 
The delegate who has served before also se- 
cures her accommodations weeks ahead at 
the leading hotel. This rather than the 
convention hall is the true focus of affairs. 
Here nothing will be heard during the con- 
gress but the f@ou-frou of silken skirts and 
choruses of feminine voices. The drawing- 
rooms and corridors are given up entirely to 
the new woman, and the men meekly seek 
the quiet corners of the office and reading- 
rooms. Women who are quartered in 
private houses hasten to this center early 
and late to see and hear what is in the air. 
At such times the hotel becomes real head- 
quarters and committee-room, as well as a 
social rendezvous. 

Fortunate indeed is the woman who has 
the wisdom and the social aplomb to often 
represent her club at these general con- 
gresses. There are a number of women who 
have become so fascinated by these meet- 
ings as to go on their own hook and at their 
own expense when not sent. They are apt 
to sit near the rostrum, and whenever there 
is a lull they are quite likely to float on the 
platform and make a speech. 

At the women’s convocations of the Nash- 
ville Centennial there were two or three non- 
accredited women who were constantly 
bobbing up at each convocation and giving 
an impromptu talk, until they were called 
down by the chairman of the day. Women 
who travel hundreds of miles to discuss 
grave problems and to exchange practical 
information dread the professional non-dele- 
gate visitor. 

In the matter of entertaining delegates 
there is great rivalry in different cities. It is 
hard to say which city has been most hos- 
pitable when all have been surpassingly so. 
However, Louisville has the reputation of 
being the only place that has entertained 
without price each and every delegate to the 
National Federation of Clubs. 

For a city to become hostess to several hun- 
dred women is no small matter, and, so far, 
no other has cared to imitate Louisville. In 
fact, the problem of providing suitable ac- 
commodations for the visitors is difficult 
enough without the question of expense en- 
tering into it.

The players bet against one another, and 
the house depends for its profit upon what 
is known as a kitty,“ a certain number 
of the chips being withdrawn from the table 
in sach game for the house's profit. The 
house is a sure winner in this game. In 
one of the places we visited the dealer was 
a Chinese, said to be one of the most ex- 
pert gamblers in the United States. The 
dealer was constantly urging the players 
to make their bets fast. 

Such was the gambling that was going on 
in “‘ wide-open ”’ Chicago early in December 
last. Since then the Civic federation of that 
‘ity has moved in the matter, and has secured 
the indictment of the managers and alleged 
owners of most of the important places. 
O’Brien and Powers were among those in- 
dicted. The other places that we visited 
were conducted for the most part by poli- 
ticlans of the same grade as O’Brien and 
Powers, some of the managers also being 
Aldermen. The important thing about them, 
aside from their debasing character, was the 
evident fact that all were tolerated by the 
police. They. could not have lasted for an 
hour without such protection, and it was 
worthy of note that our police guide knew ex- 
actly which ones he could enter with us, and 
which ones it was the part of wisdom to 
refrain from entering. Another noteworthy 
thing about them was the fact that Mayor 
Harrison, as I shall show later, could not 
have been ignorant of their existence during 
all the months they had been running unless 
he is a very dull man, which he is not. The 
four or five hundred dollars a night that 
these places were making represented the 
daily gain which the wide-open policy de- 
manded and was getting through the polit- 
a system in vogue there, and nothing 

ore. 


Alleged Blackmail Price List. 


We are now ready to consider the police 
blackmail in Chicago. As I said at the out- 
set, the list ef rates was given to me by a 
man who has intimate knowledge of the 
matter—a man whose figures must be cor- 
rect down to the last cent. Were I to give 
his name no person would think of question- 
ing the accuracy of his statements. So far 
as I know he has never shared in the plunder. 
His name is op the official pay-rolls of the 
gity, arid his office and personal character 
are such that he would have ‘no motive to 
deceive me. I told Mayor Harrison that 
police blackmail did exist, bécause of this 
man's statements to me, and also because I 
saw in my investigations resorts of such a 
character as never have existed in any 
American city, and never can exist, without 
police protection and consequent blackmail.

I told the Mayor that I was glad to hear 
him pres such sentiments, but that it was 
only fair to him to say hat I had a list of the 
rates charged in police blackmat) in Chicago, 
prepared for me by one of the officials in the 
city, and that I intended to print it or such 
authority. It was then that the Mayor 
sprang from his chair and pounded his desk, 
saying that I was misinformed. He then 

1 don't believe it. If you will give me the 
name of your informant I will try to get the 
same information from him, and I declare 
that I ‘will drive out of office every man en- 
gaged in it. I can't believe that any police 
official under me is unclean. You have been 
misinformed,’”’ 

I cannot dispute Mayor Harrison’s sin- 
cerity. I am sure that his own office is 
clean. It was a relief to meet a man who is 
not a coward and who did not plead the baby 
act. But I. have this to say in print to Mr. 
Harrison: Jf he will put his three special 
agents at my disposal or will come with me 
himself I will show him sights in Chicago 
that, as he is a manly man, will make him 
want to rush to the fresh air for clean breath, 
as did the police reporter who was with me 
on my investigations. I remember that the 
reporter touched me on the shoulder in one 
place and said: “ If I don’t get out of here I 
shall faint. I had no idea Chicago was like 
this.“ I will show Mayor Harrison block 
upon block of vile dives, some of them kept 
by his political friends, all running in viola- 
tion of law. I will show him gambling 
saloons, notwithhstanding the recent police 
raids. I will show him some splendidly 
equipped liquor saloons, right in the heart of 
the city, with Hungarian bands in them, all 
contrary to law, and patronized by hundreds 
upon hundreds of the vilest creatures of the 
streets. And if he will stop long enough to 
look about in these saloons and study the 
depraved of both sexes there he will under- 
stand that these resorts exist for no other 
reason than to cater to such trade. I will 
show him beggars stopping decent men with 
their wives and daughters on the streets, 
and little children hovering about doorways 
ready to pounce upon drunken men so that 
others may plunder them.

KIPLEY SHOULD BE BOUNCED. 


Tue Tao prints this morning the 
story told by Franklin Matthews in 
Harper’s Weexly about crime in Chicago 
and the Chicagp police force under its pres- 
ent management. . 

Mr. Matthews came here some weeks ago 
and made a quiet but thorough investiga- 
tion of existing conditions. He looked over 
the field carefélly. Then he went to head- 
quarters. He interviewed Kipley and 
gave him a chance to explain himself re- 
garding the vidlations of the laws and or- 
dinances againgt gaming, The explanation 
which he got Was painfully puerile. 

The statemepts made by Mr. Matthews 
regarding the payment of money for police 
protection by gamblers and other law- 
breakers are not new. Some of them 
have been made before by Chicago papers. 
It has been alleged by the defenders of the 
police force that they were groundless and 
were inspired by political motives.” No 
such charge can be made against Harper's 
Weekly. It sent a trusted and unbiased 


agent here to make a report, and he hits 


N 


made it. 

Nobody around the City Hall has come 
forward to defend the Police department 
against these latest charges. The order is- 
sued day before yesterday, aimed at those 
down-town night saloons where women 
congregate, may be taken as a confession 
of the truth of some of the complaints 
which have been made about the tolera- 
tion of immorality. | 

But reform should not stop with such an 
order as that, The order which is needed 
is one bouncing Kipley. That will be a 
genuine reform order, striking at the root 
of the evil. The Police department is in 
bad hands. Chicagoans know it. Strangers 
find it out after they have been here only 
a few days. 

As long as the police force is run by Kip- 
ley it will be inefficient or worse than in- 
efficient. The interview with him, the 
accuracy of which he has not denied, is of 
itself sufficient to show that he is not the 
man for the place. It is strange that the 
Mayor after reading it did not call on him 
to resign. ; 

Excuses may be made for Kipley’s ap- 
pointment. Mle was an old officer. The 
Mayor, having no personal knowledge of 
him, did not know how unsuited he was for 
the position of Chief of Police. Nine 
months of Kipley must have shown the 
Mayor that he made a bad selection. 

False pride should not restrain him from 
admitting that he made a mistake. He 
should discharge Kipley at once and put a 
good man in his place. Then the Policede- 
partment will become the active and un- 
relenting ene hy of every form of vice and 
crime. . 


BALLINGTON BOOTH INVADING ENGLAND 

Ballington Booth and his Volunteers have 
invaded England. Perhaps this fact has 
contributed to make old General Booth de- 
sirous of effecting a reconciliation with his 
son and an amalgamation of the Salvation 
Army and the American Volunteers, 

The English organization is not known 
as the American Volunteers. The Britisher 
in England is willing to buy American ma- 
chinery, American beef, American apples, 
and American dry goods and shoes, but he 
would not be willing to enlist in an Amer- 
jean army in England. Ballington Booth 
knew him too well to ask him to do that. 
So the new organization has taken the name 
of the Christian Volunteers, Under such 
a name persons of the most intense loyalty 
to the Queen can enlist, and still be practical 
followers of Ballington Booth, without be- 
longing to his American organization. 

The Christian Volunteers’ movement was 
inaugurated afew months ago. Its or- 
ganizer was Washington Blackhurst, who 
was among the first of the Salvation Army 
to secede auf unite with Ballington Booth 
in organizing the American Volunteers. 
He was for a time the organizer for the 
Western States, and started the Volunteer 
movement in Chicago. As an organizer he 
is an undoubted success, as is evidenced by 
his work in England as well as in the United 
States. | 

The Christian Volunteers are in some re- 
spects almost an exact duplicate of the 
American Volunteers; in other respects 
they are necessarily different, due to the 
different methods that must be employed to 
work under different conditions. That they 
are essentially one and the same organiza- 
tion is indicated by a sentence in the public 
announcement of Mr. Blackhurst, in which 
he says: 

The movement in America has been developed 
at the cost of much sacrifice by its noble volun- 
teers, and in Great Britain it will be effected at

The new organisation has a Defenders’ 
league, as has the American organization. 
and attention is specially called to the dis- 
sons who are members of the 
league in America, including Frances E. 
Willard, Dr. Lyman Abbott, and Bishop

That the Christian Volunteers will be a 
thorn in the flesh of the Salvation Army in 
England and that the new movement ex- 
pects to assume a belligerent attitude are 
shown by a sentence in the first issue of 
the Christian Volunteer, the officia] organ 
of the movement, which declares: 

The histories of religious organizations inform us 
that ‘njustice in one has been used by God to bring 
about the existence of another. So the arbitrary 
autocratic systgm of the Salvation army hes re- 
sulted in the eptablishing of many local missions 
by those forbed out of its ranks. 

It is to these many local missions started 
by those who formerly belonged to the Sal- 
vation Army that the Christian Volunteers 
especially appeal. Those composing the 
membership of these missions were in sym- 
pathy with the objects and methods of the 
Salvation Army, byt they could not endure 
its system of government, especially the 
autocratic nal rule of General Booth. 
Thousands left the army before Bal- 
lington Booth expressed his objections, 
The General not only would not yield, but 
he treated pyotests with contempt. It is 
among the possibilities that the Christian 
Volunteers, , the zeal and efforts of 
these former, Salvationists and those stil! 
in the army whom they may be able to in- 
fluence, will equal in numbers if not in 
power the 9 itself. 

The gove ment ot the Christian Volun- 
teers, like the American Volunteers, will 
be representative in character. The vari- 
ous missions will be linked together in one 
central and common bond or union for their 
mutual strengthening and help and to as- 
sist and encyurage any evangelistic effort 
that may in need of it. 

The new movement will have the moral 
support of thé brother of the late Mrs. Oath- 
erine Booth, Mother of the Salvation 
Army.” Mrs. Booth was a greater power 
in the dey t of the army than even 
General Booth himself. But for her the 
General would in all probability never have 
separated from the Methodist Church.

THE WARD GERRYMANDER. 
The Democratic scheme for the division 


of the city into new wards will probably 


be submitted to the Counci! tomorrow night. 
Whether that body will adopt it is uncer- 
tain. All the Republican Aldermen will 


vote against it. So will a few of the Dem- 
ocrats. 


Unquestionably there should be a change 
The charter requires 
that the wards—each of which has the 
same number of representatives—shall be 
as nearly equa! in population as possible. 
That is not the case at present. There has 
been no reapportionment for over ten years, 
and inequalities which existed then have 
grown much greater. 

The Tenth Ward, for instance, has a pop- 
ulation exceeding 79,000. The Twelfth 
Ward has over 80,000. But the Seven- 
teenth Ward has only 26,000 and the Eight 
eenth 28,000. While the Twelfth Ward 
casts over 17,000 votes the Seventeenth 
casts only a ‘little over 5,000. ‘There is no 
excuse for the continued existence of ine- 
qualities of this kind. Nobody will contend 
it is right that 5,000 votes should elect as 
many Aldermen as 17,000. 

So if the Democrats had prepared a 
measure designed to do away with such 
gross discrepancies in population and vot- 
ing strength as those mentioned above 
their work should have been accepted 
heartily. The only persons 8 opposing 
it should have been the bosses of the smal! 
wards, who object to any interference 
with their rotten boroughs. 

But the Democratic scheme is purely polit- 

ical. Its object is to make more Demo- 
cratic Aldermen, not to make the wards 
equal in population. The framers of the 
new apportionment started out with the 
claim that they were going*to do away with 
existing inequalities in population. But that 
claim they have abandoned. When they at- 
tempted to redistrict the West Side they 
met with such violent opposition from the 
Democratic Aldermen that they had to give 
up the attempt. So their plan leaves the | 
boundaries of wards like the Twelfth, 
Tenth, Seventeenth, and Eighteenth un- 
changed. 
About all that has been done is to rear- 
range the South Side, Lake, Uyde Park, 
and Lake View wards and alter slightly 
the boundaries of two of those on the North 
Side so as to make a small ward smaller 
and add a few Democrats to the Twenty- 
second ward in order to help along its Dem- 
ocratic boss—Bobby Burke. 

It is the belief of the Democratic gerry- 
manderers that if the changes they pro- 
pose are carried out there will be twenty 
Democratic and ten Republican wards, 
while four will be doubtful, If these cal- 
eulations are correct, then the Democrats 
always will have a majority in the Council, 
and about all the money paid by franchise- 
buyers will go into the pockets of Demo- 
cratic boodlers, The gerrymanderers think 
that will help the party greatly. 

The scheme which the Democratic pol: 
iticians have drawn up should be beaten in 
the Council. But if it manages to get 
through that body the Mayor should veto it, 
even though it is designed to increase the 
number of Democratic Aldermen. He should 
veto it because it is not the kind of appor- 
tionment which the charter allows the 
Council to make. 
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ELECTRICAL ADVANCE IN A DECADE. 
Mr. Elihu Thomson, well known as an 
inventor and scientist, has contributed to 
the Forum a review of the advances made 
by electricity during the last ten years in 
its application to various useful purposes. 
Some of these advances now read almost 
like romances when the short space of time 
is considered in which they have wrought 
such wonderful transformations. | 
A striking illustration of this is to be 
found in the application of electricity to 
street car traction. It is just ten years ago 
that a convention of the representatives of 
the old horse car system decided that elec- 
tric traction was a mere fanciful theory, 
which it was a waste of time to consider, 
but in less than five years the horse question 
was comparatively a thing of the past. 
The extension of electric traction continues. 
It has taken in the elevated roads and it is 
now only a question of time when it will be 
applied to all the steam traction roads, 
both passenger and freight. It has already 
been demonstrated that passenger trains 
can make a high rate of speed with safety, 
and that electric locomotives can drag the 
heaviest freighttrainsand excel steam loco- 
motives in power. Within ten years the long 
distance telephone system has been success- 
fully inaugurated. The smallest towns as 
well as the large cities are provided with are 
lamps for the streets and incandescents for 
general use, and there are in operation 
3,000 electric light supply stations. A few 
years ago a dynamo was considered large if 
it demanded one or two hundred horse- 
power to drive it; now dynamos are in use 
at Niagara of 5,000 horse-power capacity, 
any one of which would supply more than 
50,000 ineandescent lights or give motion 
to 500 trolley cars. Electrical energy has 
been widely applied. Mr. Thomson says: 


The large electric lighting stations in our cities 
not only supply from the same maine, at the rame 
time, electric current which lights both are and 
incandescent lamps indiscriminately, but the sys- 
tem carries also a large load in electric motors em- 
ployed for such service as running elevators, driv- 
ing vertilating fans, supplying power for pump- 
ing, and driving machinery in shops of all kinds. 
The same mains supply current for charging stor- 
axe batteries, for heating metals for welding or 
working, for warming rooms by electric heat, or 
for cooking by electric heaters. The physician or 
surgeon draws upon the same system for current 
for the treatment of disease, for galvano-cautery, 
for electrolysis, and for the generation of Roent- 
gen rays. 

Another example is found in a modern warship, 
which may embody an electric plant for working 
Ks incandescent lights. The same machinery eup- 
plies the searchlight, which is essentially an arc 
ligh: of great power. There are also electric cranes 
and hoists, turret turning and gun-training appar- 
atus, motors for ventilating fans or for force’ 
draft in the boiler furnaces—ali depending on the 
same supply, 


It is but natural that Mr. Thomson 
should dwell with pride upon the results 
accomplished at Niagara, The huge water 
wheels deliver their power to massive dy- 
namos, which give out electric energy. 
This energy lights the city and runs its rail- 
ways, as well as a number of unique indus- 
trial establishments. These ts 
produce carborundum, a new abrasive near- 
ly as hard as the diamond, metallic sodium, 
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mauy Years ago cost $2 an ounce, to even & 
cheaper value than that of bress. “ The 
whole Niagara plant has grown into ex- 
istence within the last five years, and asa 
consequence of the technical advances with- 
in the period of the last ten years.” 80 
far, as electric railway extension is con- 
cerned, Mr. Thomson asserts that the foun- 
dations of the railway practice of twenty 
years hence can be found in the work of to- 
day. 

Mr. Thomson enumerates many other 
forms of industry in which electricity now 
plays an important part. It produces enor- 
mous amounts of refined crude copper; sep- 
arates precious metals in the refining; welds 
machinery, metal bands, and steel tubes; an- 
neals armor for war vessels; heats cooking 
utensils, sadirons, soldering tools, and street 
cars. It has followed up the demonstra- 
tion of Dr. Hertz that light of all kinds 
and from all sources is really an electrical 
phenomenon with the X ray, the result of 
electrical action in certain vacuum bulbs, 
which has become indispensable to surgery. 
Mr. Thomson also asserts that the in- 
creasing importance of electrical work has 
had a powerful effect upon the development 
of many other arts. He says: 

It has stimulated workers in other than elec- 
trical flelds to the attainment of higher standards, 
to the improvement of materials and construction, 
to the bringing out of new products and processes 
in response to the demands of electric engineering. 
As a consequence we have better and more eco- 
nomical engines, improved methods in the cast- 
ing, forging, and working of iron, brass, copper, 
and other metals. We have new alloys with spe- 
clal properties, special grades and kinds of steel, 
improved methods of working such substances as 
glass, porcelain, rubber, asbestos, mica, etc, In 
street rallways we have far better rails and rolling 
stock. 

With all the advances which have been 
made in the last ten years it may be said 
that even now the world is only on the 
electrical threshold, and that few if any now 
living can realize the achievements which 
will be made by this marvelous agency in 
the future. None the less is Mr. Thomson 
justified in saying: This material 
progress, coupled with the civilizing and 
educative influences naturally accompany- 
ing it, as well as the many other advances 
in the application of science to the needs of 
mankind will ever remain the crowning 
glory of the latter half of the nineteenth 
century. 


LATEST THING IN SOCIETIES 
Some American women have started a 


society called the “ Order of the Crown.” 
The qualifications for membership are a 
proved lineal descent from royalty. It 
would seem that the prediction made at the 
time the first so-ealled patriotic society was 
formed has been proven true. Some one 
said that one society would give rise to 
another, and that in each an effort would 
be made to put.such restrictions on the 
conditions of membership that eventually 
an organization would be formed which 
would be as exclusive as its fond founders 
might desire. 

The societies of the Daughters and Sons 
of the Revolution were followed by the So- 
ciety of Colonial ‘Wars, the Mayflower 
Descendants, and some others. Now has 
come a gathering together into one fold of 
those whose forbears wore the royal 
purple. Such a society the founders un- 
doubtedly think must be exclusive to the 
desired degree beyond the peradyenture of 
a doubt. The reasoning probably is there 
can be but few people of kingly descent in 
republican America. : 

The statistician and the man who loves 
research are waiting perhaps a bit gleefully 
to state a few facts. A society which was 
formed with the qualification of member- 
ship being a near or remote connection with 
the families of Smith, Brown, and Robin- 
son would be, if all the eligibles joined, a 
perfect pigmy in size as compared with the 
Order of the Crown if the latter were to be 
joined by every American who is of kingly 
descent. 

A simple mathematical computation will 
show that there are living today about 
4,000,000 descendants of each of the kings 
who ruled during the middle ages, provided 
he was blessed with a family of average 
size. One of the founders of this Order of 
the Crown prides herself upon being a de- 
scendant of Alfred the Great. In truth, 
the descendants of Alfred the Great in 
America are thicker than cranberries on 
Cape Cod. Taking as final the authority 
of the man who has looked up the lineage 
of the founders of the new society, it ap- 
pears than in one single Chicago family 
there are more than 100 descendants of the 
“truth-telling Alfred.“ There is in this 
city an army of the descendants of the 
Stuarts of Scotland, and the same state- 
ment may be made with equal truth of those 
who have sprung from a dozen other royal 
houses. 

There will undoubtedly be any amount of 
fun at the expense of the new society, but 
let those who are not bidden to join the fold 
content themselves with the knowledge that 
a much more exclusive society could be 
formed under the title, “ Americans Whose 
Ancestors Were Not Kings.” 


THE RETURN OF PROSPERITY. 

When Bryan returned from Mexico at the 
end of last December he asserted every- 
thing was in a flourishing condition in that 
silver standard country, but that there had 
been no improvement in the United States— 
that its people and industries were worse 
off than a year ago. 

It. Bryan were to be asked today whether 
business was not better in this country than 
the day be was nominated for the Presi- 
dency by a shrieking mob of repudiators 
he would shake his head sadly and reply: 
No, my friends. What you call symptoms 
of returning prosperity are merely the con- 
vulsive motions and last sighs of labor ex- 
piring on the cross of gold.” 

But the commercial agencies, not being 
candidates for a Presidential nomination on 
a free silver ticket, do not take the same 
gloomy view ot the case that Bryan does. 
Those agencies réport that, in spite of the 
fact that the people did not deem it wise 
to make Bryan President, they are in- 
finitely better off than they were the day he 
was nominated. , 

One of those agencies reports that failures 
are smaller than were ever known at this 
season, The railroad earnings thus far this 
month are over 17 per cent larger than last 
year and 10 1-3 per cent larger than in 1892, 
The volume of business is 38 per cent larger 
than a year ago and nearly 1014 per cent 
larger than in 1892, that year of admitted 
prosperity. 

The price of wheat has advanced, but 
shipments increase. Huropeans are ready 
to take wheat and flour even at the higher 
prices. The exportation of corn goes mer- 
nt eder. were sent during the 
week to Russia Egypt, countries which 
ordinarily cent eee to export.

HOMES FOR WOMEN, 

If the City and Suburban Home company 
of New York City carries out its inten- 
tion of reserving one building among the 
group of tenements for the exclusive use 
of women, that building to be known as for 
self-supporting women only, it will be found 
to be empty most of the time. Women who 
support themselves do not care to flock per- 
petually together, nor fenced cf from 
the rest of civilization with a placard an- 
nouneing the fact. After their work is all 
over for the day they may wish to cast aside 
all idea of “shop” and “shop talk” and 
be simply women at home. It is immaterial 
to others whether she furnishes that home 
for herself or is furnished it by an inde- 
pendent income from property or profitable 
investments, which is probably the case 
with women who are to be inhabitants of 
the rest of the group of tenements. And 
why these buildings should be called tene- 
ments, instead of simply apartments, is a 
question which many a woman will ponder 
over. There is no question but that a 
building full of small and convenient apart- 
ments for women without protectors is sad : 
ly needed. Such a building should be as 
near to the center of the city as possible, 
instead of out in the suburbs, far away 
from the places of amusement which lonely 
women enjay as much as the rest of woman 
and man kind. Any self-supporting woman 
is also a self-respecting woman as well, and 
the very nature of her daily life makes her 
more or less independent. 

This New York scheme assumes the as- 
pect of philanthropy and is patronized by a 
great many millionaires who should know 
that such patronage will be detrimental to 
their scheme, and it would be much better 
for them to simply invest their money, not as 
a charity, but as a good investment from 
which they expect to make money. The 
best class of women who are in business will 
steer clear of any place of residence which 
savors of charity. At the same time there 
is no doubt but that these millionaires mean 
well. But they let their light shine too 
brightly. There should be no distinction 
made between the woman who has an in- 
come of her own, which has been be- 
queathed to her by relatives, and the woman 
who has perhaps the same income derived 
from her own efforts, The smallest apart- 
ments may rent for less than the large ones, 
and the young woman who labors hard for 
$6 or $8 per week may not be able to pay 
for a large apartment, but her pride will 
suffer lees if she is allowed to rent that 
small apartment in a building which does 
not dub her a $6 or $8 girl, and when she 
ean afford it she may move across the hall 
into more commodious quarters, such as a 
$20 income will permit. 

This question of providing a suitable and 
comfortable home for women is a very seri- 
ous one. Any one visiting even the highest 
class of boarding-houses will recognize the 
utter lack of homelike feeling which exists, 
Every woman enjoys the possession of a 
home of her own, whether it be a house, a 
large suite of apartments, or even a little 
corner utterly shut out trom the rest of 
the world. A good definition of home is, 
“ A world of strife shut out—a world of love 
shut in.“ A place one can call her own. 

It scems as if the club women of this city 
would do well to add this phase to their 
plans for an immense clubhouse for all 
women’s clubs in this city. Instead of an 
immense office building in the very heart of 
the city, such as the Woman's Temple, this 
clubhouse may be a little farther out of the 
business center, and combine with its club- 
rooms the idea of an apartmént building for 
women exclusively. It need not do this 


with the idea of making a charity out of it. 


That would be an utter failure. Even asa 
philanthropic scheme it would not be popu- 
lar except with a certain class, shutting out 
the best class of women who are alone in 
the world. 

The only motive which is necessary is to 
build something for which there is a 
pressing call, and which will pay well for 
the money invested, There would be no ob- 
ject in erecting such an apartment and 
clubhouse building unless every conveni- 
ence was supplied to each apartment. This 
is especially necessary do women. The 
apartments may be as varied in appoint- 
ments as those of a hotel or family apart- 
ment building of the best class. They may 
be arranged for housekeeping, or not. Some 
of them may be provided with all the best 
arrangements of a modern model 
kitchen and dining-room, or the 
smaller apartments may have a 
French kitchen, a sort of ecombina- 
tion of butler’s pantry with gas range and 
ice-box within reach of the combination 
sink and laundry tub, The apartments 
should range from a single room with this 
buffet arrangement and bath up to large 
apartments which would accommodate a 
family of women. The two and three room 
apartments with every modern convenience 
would be the most popular for one or twa 
women, and the four and five room apart- 
ments for three or four, unless they al

It would 
be a good paying investment for the surplus 
funds of the women of the clubs, and also 
for the women who propose to make the 
building their home. 

It would not be necessary to have a whole 
block of ground, nor a million capital. Three 
hundred and seventy-five apartments are 
a great many, and would no doubt rent well. 
still it would be easier to start on a smaller 
plan. All it needs is some good energetic 
promoter to make it an accomplished sue- 


cess, 


INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS IN GERMANY. 
One of the marked features in the history 
of the last quarter-century has been the ex- 
traordinary industrial development of the 
States composing the German Empire, dating 
from the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 
It may be said to have had a parallel in the 
unprecedented strides made by England in 
the growth of manufactures in the era fol- 
lowing the battle of Waterloo, but, in some 
respects, has distanced the development of 
the latter within the same period, as shown 
by the alarm produced in that country by 
the success with which German manufactur- 
ers and traders have been pushirg their 
fabrics of late years in lands in which fora 
generation or two previous England had had 


a practical monopoly. This progress, While 


it has relatively surpassed that of any other 
country of Europe within the period alluded 
to, has been all the more significant in view 
of the fact that its beginning was coincident 
with the consolidation of the fragmentary 
and discordant States into the present Ger- 
man Empire. 

The hal haw th English statistician, M. 


G. Mulhall, has thrown a flood of light on this 
subject in a very comprehensive article 
under the title Industrial Advance of Ger- 
many, published in the North American Re- 
view for the present month. In order that 
the force of his statistics may be fully 
understood it will be well to take note of the 
increase in population of the German Em- 
pire within the period under consideration. 
Mr. Mulhall estimates the natural increase 
in twenty years (1875 to 1895) at 12.500, 000 
or about 30 per cent of the total population 
at the beginning of that period—of which 
about one-fourth emigrated, leaving a net 
gain in the home population (in round num- 
bers) of 9% millions. His estimates for the 
two extremes of this period are as follows:

On the same basis it would be safe to 

estimate the increase for the last two years 

at 1,000,000, making the total population 

at the beginning of the year 1898 53,250,000— 

an increase upon that of 1871 of 10,500,000, 

Much the larger proportion of this has been 

in the cities and towns, the ratio of urban 

growth being 96 per cent to 13 in the rural 

districts—a ratio of more than seven to one. 

This Is illustrated by the following table 

showing the growth of sixty cities—that of 
the larger cities being much the greatest:

The growth.of the country districts dur- 
ing the same period was from 38,060,000 in 
1875 to 438,070,000 in 1805, or 13 per cent, 
while the ratio for the whole empire was 
22 per cent. The extraordinary develop- 
ment of the urban population—ranging in 
the four principal cities of the empire from 
102 per cent in Berlin to 263 per cent in 
Leipsic—is an element which serves to ac- 
count for the equally remarkable growth in 
manufactures, as much the larger propor- 
tion of the city population is, of course, 
employed in manufacturing enterprises of 
some sort. The increase in steam and elec- 
trigal power (classed with hand and horse 
power under the general name of working 
power of the empire) is estimated to have 
grown four times as fast as the population, 
enabling two men to do as much work as 
three could do twenty years ago. 

The growth in agriculture has by no means

kept pace with that of manufactures, the 


increase in the area of cultivated lands in 
15 years being 12 per cent, although some 
varieties of crops from improved methods 
of cultivation show an increase of 30 per 
cent. The total area of land under cultiva- 
tion is estimated at 48 per cent, leaving 52 
per cent unimproved. The production of 
grain averages two tons per hand, against 
“2% in France, 3 in Great Britain, and 9 in 
the United States. As a consequence of the 
low rate of production the native food sup- 
ply is insufficient for the population, not- 
withstanding the number of hands employed 
in agriculture is nearly the same as in the 
United States. 

A curious fact regarding the food of the 
population is the large consumption of 
potatoes, estimated at four pounds dally 
per inhabitant, being the highest ratio in 
any country on the European continent. 
While there has been an increase in the ag- 
gregate of live stock—except sheep, which 
have been reduced in twenty years to nearly 
one-half—the ratio of native meat product 
has been reduced from 73 pounds per in- 
habitant in 1878 to 66 pounds in 1893, leay- 
ing a balance of 200,000 tons to be supplied 
by importation, bringing the consumption 
per individual to 75 pounds per year. Mr. 
Mulhall estimates that, on the average, the 
German people subsist upon imported food 
during two months of the year, while 52 per 
cent of the land area remains uncultivated. 

The following comparative statement, 
showing the productive capacity of the agri- 
cultural and dairy districts of Germany and 
the United States will be of interest to 
American readers:

As to beet root sugar, the quantity of the raw K 5 
material consumed has trebled, the output of 
sugar (owing to improved methods of eultivs- 
tion and manufacture) quadrupled, while _ 
the exportation has increased eighteen-fold, _ 
Germany now produces 40 per cent of the 
beet sugar made in Europe, as compared 
with 80 per cent in 1870. 

The mining industry of Germany ia sur 
passed only by that of the United States and 
Great Britain, the output having increased 
in twenty years 120 percent. The value of 
minerals in 1895 aggregated 172 million dol- 
lars—being equal to $430 per miner, against 
$810 in the United States. 33 

The development of Germany as to rail. 
ways has been second only to the United - 
States, the increase in mileage since 187% 
having amounted to 62 per cent. In that 
time the state has purchased or built 20,009 
miles, and now owns 25,400 miles, or 90 per 
cent of all in the empire, involving @ cost 
of $2,550,000,000.

HEN a practical man of the present 
day attends a corner-stone laying, 
and sees a Bible, a few newspapers, 
and some written documents with 
lists of names put into the stone, 

he is not at all aware that the transaction 
going on before him is a survival of the 
bloody sacrifice practiced in the religions of 
nearly all ancient peoples when about to 
commence the erection of buildings. Nor 
does he know that in these sacrifices the 
victim was originally a human being, and 
that such immolations still survive among 
rude and barbarous races of the world to- 
day. It is quite remarkable, too, that traces 
cr traditions of this custom are to be found 
in almost all countries, in those that are 
now the most civilized as well as in the 
most barbarcus. 

In Germany such traditions are very nu- 
merous. One of the best known of these is 
in connection with the castle of Liebenstein, 
in the Thuringian Forest. According to this 
story a child was brought of its mother to be 
immured in the walls of the castle. As the 
masons were about to close the arch over 
her, she said, ‘“‘ Mother, I see thee still”; a 
little later, Mother, I see thee a little 
still“; and when the daylight was finally 
shut out, Mother, now I see thee no more.“ 
Tradition has it, too, that when the Em- 
peror Otto gave orders to convert the City 
of Madgeburg into a fortress, the gates fell 
in three times, however strongly they were 
built. Then an astrologer was consulted, 
who gave answer that the structure would 
not stand till a mother was found who would 
voluntarily give her child to be walled in. 
One of the ladies in waiting, it is said, sold 
her fatherless child, and it was immured 
in a niche in the wall.

land, and the work of restoring it did not 
make progress, as the waves continuaily 
beat down the temporary embankments— 
the peasants came to the conclusion that the 
work would not stand unless a living child 
was thrown into the breach and buried 
there; and they actually made an attempt to 
buy a child of poor parents for this purpose. 
In 1615 the people were about to bury a child 
in a newly finished dike, when Count 
Günther happened to ride up to inspect the 
work, and prevented the burial. Various 
churches in Oldenburg are said to have chil- 
dren immured in their walls. 

A reminiscent belief in the value of such 
sacrifices lingered in Germany down to a 
much more recent day; indeed, it comes into 
contact with so modern an institution asthe 
railway. When a railway bridge was about 
to be built at Halle in 1843, a rumor got 
abroad among the people that a child was 
wanted for immurement in the foundations; 
and when another was to be constructed 
over the Gölsch at Reichenbach, in Saxony, 
a like report was spread, and the school- 
masters received orders to count the chil- 
dren. A curious and much more recent case. 
of the same kind from India may be men- 
tioned here. Less than ten years ago the 
Times of India had news from a town in 
Bengal that a panic terror had seized upon 
the people there, owing to a rumor that 100 
children would be demanded as an offering 
at the building of the railway bridge over the 
River Fenny. 


Traditions in Europe. 


The tradition of such sacrifices exists in 
other European countries. In Italy there 
is a legend that the walls of Arta continually 
fell in till the wife of the master-builder 
was immured in them. According to a Da- 
rish legend the walls of Copenhagen fell as 
fast as they were built. Then the builders 
took a little innocent girl, set her at a 
table with toys and food, and as she played 
ond ate, the twelve master-masons closed 
the vault over her. When the Slavs were 
about to build a city on the Danube they 
caught a young boy before sunrise to bury 
him under one of the houses. According to 
a tradition formerly current in Scotland the 
Picts were accustomed to bathe the founda- 
tion stones of their buildings in human blood, 
and there was a legend that when St. Co- 
lumba was building his monastery the spir- 
its of the soll demolished at night what he 
built by day, and that he had finally to 
propitiate them by burying St. Oran under 
the foundations. In England we find the 
legend that Vortigern was unable to finish 
his tower till he had poured upon the foun- 
dation stone the blood of a child who had a 
mother but no father. It is stated by a num- 
ber of the earlier Latin writers that a bloody 
human head was found when the earth was 
being dug up to lay the foundation of the 
first Capitoline temple. This was undoubt- 
edly the head of a victim that had been se- 
cretly sacrificed at the instance, or at least 
the connivance, of the soothsayers, who 
accordingly interpreted the omen to mean 
that the temple would become the center of 
dominion in the world.

Mr. A. M. Palmer, who is now 
his manager, could tell the exact number of 
years which have elapsed since Mr} Mans- 
field first made his mark as Baron Chevrial 
in “A Parisian Romance, and most of the 
other popular plays in his répertoire are 
growing a trifle musty in favor. And yet it 
is Mr. Mansfield’s pet theory that an actor 
ean only widen his scope by constantly play- 
ing new characters and avoiding a run as he 
would the unpardonable sin. For that rea- 
gon, although he has a successful new play, 
Mr. Mansfield insists on playing his usual 
répertoire during the course of his,engage- 
ment, and even contemplates a production of 
“The First Violin,“ so that in all probability 
Mr. Bernard Shaw’s play will only run for 
two weeks. 

Mr. Mansfield has also been giving vent to 
his ideas upon the proper treatment of the 
Siakspearian drama: You should inter- 
pret Shakspeare just as you would Pinero 
or Shaw, by the light of your own under- 

‘standing and with absolute disregard for 
tradition. For my own part, I speak—or try 
to speak—as human beings talk today, and 
as they no doubt talked 500 years age. 
‘Personally, I do not believe in reciting, but 
‘in preserving the elegance of the periods, and 
that is all.“ ) 

Mr. Mansfield unfortunately forgets that 
even if people talk now as they did 500 years 
ago, they certainly have not the same 
thoughts. To truly interpret Shakspeare 
you must have the historical spirit, and 

hen you have acquired that you will not 
find one audience in a million capable of 
appreciating it. So that a perfect presen- 
tation of a Shakspearian play is almost out 
of the question. The Elizabethan stage so- 
clety certainly does not attain to the ideal 
with a studied imitation of sixteenth cen- 
tury stage methods. To maintain that their 
manner of presentation was the best one 
possible would be like arguing that Chaucer 
should only be read in an original edition, 
or that we should study our Latig authors 
as they were originally written without 
paragraphs or punctuation. On the other 
hand the Daly method of adapting Shaks- 
peare to modern tastes by cutting the best 
passages and introducing second-rate music 
and inferior spectacular effects is infinitely 
worse. i 

Mr. Mansfield has an abundance of intelli- 
gence, but he certainly has not the historic 
spirit, and while he reads his lines clearly 
he is apt to lose the matchless music of 
the poetical passages. Shakspeare must be 
recited to a certain extent in order to give 
full value to the imaginative janguage, 
which is often the only thing that dis- 
tinguishes -his plays from ordinary melo- 
dramas. K . 

And then it is not the faults of production 
that really militate against.the popularity 
of the Shakspearian drama. It is rather 
the fact that the public does not care par-

The discernment displayed. by the late 
William Hood Stewart in the selection of the 
superb collection of paintings which is to 
be sold in New York this month has seldom 
been paralleled by an American collector. 
He was aman of wealth, taste, and 
education, and he devoted thirty years 
to the formation of a_ collection of 
specimens of. modern art. He had 
the courage to buy of almost unknown artists 
works which pleased him, and without hav- 
ing the end in view he did what every col- 
lector with more sordid motives strives to do; 
he secured works which have steadily in- 
creased in value from the day they were 
bought. It is not improbable that his pat- 
ronage was the very means which permitted 
some of these artists to achieve reputations, 
which in turn enhanced the value of the 
works he had purchased from them. 

He was one of the first purchasers of the 
works of Fortuny, and he bought steadily 
through the Goupils and directly from the 
artist until his death cut short their pro- 
duction. 

The most brilliant of these paintings is 
unquestionably the famous Choice of the 
Model, for which fabulous sums were fre- 
quently offered its owner. 58. PF. Avery, the 
New York dealer, was reported to have of- 
fered $60,000 for it, but this is probably un- 
true, for he knew that Mr. Stewart would not 
part with it. 

Nearly all of the great masterpieces of 
Fortuny were owned by Mr, Stewart, with 
the exception of The Spanish Marriage,” 
owned in Paris: The Rare Vase,“ in the 
Walters collection in Baltimore, Stanford 
White's unfinished Beach of Portici,” and 
two or three others, 

Mr. Stewart did not confine his purchases 
to the work of one man, but counted in his 
ninety-seven oil paintings and forty-seven 
water colors some unrivaled masterpieces 
by Meissonier, Baudry, Madrazo, Rico, Gé- 
röme, Zamacois, Vollon, De Nitis, Menzel, 
Alma Tadema, Boldini, Corot, Rousseau, 
Diaz, Troyon, Daubigny, Dupré, and others. 
He seemed to have a predilection for the 
works of Spanish artists. He was one of 
Madrazo’s first patrons and induced his 
friends to follow his example. Nine works 
by Madrazo and an equal number by Rico 
were owned by him. He also owned nine by 
Boldini. There are two Meissoniers, two of 
the most delightful pictures Baudry ever 
painted, and nine of the best things ever 
painted by Vollon. 

Mr. Stewart resided in Paris and visitors 
who wished to see his treasures of art al- 
ways were welcome to his mansion on the 
Avenue de Jena. The humblest art stu- 
dent was received with cordiality, and Mr. 
Stewart. enjoyed to share his pleasure with 
all who showed a love for art.

The decision of the Art Institute to adhere 
strictly to its rule excluding all works 
hitherto publicly exhibited in Chicago, in the 
selection of the coming exhibition of works 
by Chicago artists, is a wise one. I* has 
been too frequently true of local exhibitions 
that old familiar works entered largely into 
their composition and gave them a weari- 
some staleness, particularly when these oft- 
exhibited works were not of a high order 
of artistic merit. 

Exception might have been made in the 
case of works exhibited at the galleries of 
art dealers, as is done in other cities, for such 
exhibitions are in a sense private ones not 
seen by the general public, but only by the 
customers of the dealer and the friends and 
clients of the artist. 

Nearly 600 works have been entered for 
this exhibition by 165 artists. Some have 
entered as many as ten or twelve works. It 
is probable that at least half of the number 
submitted will be rejected. by the jury of 
selection, which will begin its work tomor- 
row.

Dagnan Bauveret has followed up the suc+ 
cess which he has scored with his great 
painting of The Last Supper with an- 
other painting of a religious subject,“ Christ 
and the Disciples at Emmaus.’

are over $75,000: It has no assistance from 
State or city and no endowment.”’

County last week aggregated $2,350,004, as 
compared with $2,061,476 for the correspond- 
ing week of last year. 

The market is. in a condition of unusual 
Auliness, with few ns of impor- 
tance. 


It is reported that some important leases 
are nearly consummated in the new whole- 
sale district involving the modern build- 
ings in that location Aside from this little 
is being done in rentals. 
 Butiding operations are exceptionally 
quiet aside from the numerous apartment 
buildings for all parts of the city. Archi- 
tects say there is little planning for im- 
portant structures. They predict a com- 
paratively dull year in this line of business. 
The difficulty in placing buildings of recent 
construction on a paying basis has stopped 
many of the projects which were under con- 
sideration during the latter part of 1897. 
Until rentals improve and the demand for 
floor space in the business district is in bet- 
ter condition it is regarded by architects as 
extremely unlikely that they will be called 
upon to design many new structures. 

James H. Van Vlissingen, in discussing 
the market, said: 

The real estate market shows consider- 
able improvement, and there are a number of 
important dea:s in the course of consumma- 
tion which denote a strong undertone. 
There is at present, however, practically no 
activity in lot sales. The best indications 
come to my notice frem those in manufac- 
turing and kindred lines. Already many 


concerns find present quarters inadequate, ' 


and they are obliged to seek more space. 
‘This is resulting in sales and in a demand for 
“leased premises. It causes inquiry for sites 
and facilities in our manufacturing sub- 
urbs. The fact that labor is liberally em- 
ployed enables borrowers of that class to 
pay interest with greater promptness than 
‘formerly, and is certain to bring lot buyers 
into the market before long. 
Money Is Abundant. 


“The money market is supplied as it 
‘never has been before, and we find that 
there are. not enough good applications to 


. go around. Lenders are conservative as to 


security, and are making very low rates to 


et funds securely invested. This has been 
the experience, after every panic, and in 


each case the rates have come down to 
stay. What affects mortgages holds true 
of other forms of investments, and the 
rates on good municipal bonds never were

MILLERS BUYING WHEAT. 


LOCAL CASH MARKET DEVELOPS 
AN ACTIVE DEMAND. 


Millers Here and in the Northwest 
Make Heavy Sales of Flour—Cables 
Cause an Early Advance—Snow is 
Considered a Bearish Factor—Pro- 
vision Trade Dull and Narrow—Ex- 
Ports of Corn Are Nearly a Million 
Bushels. 


— 


Improvement in the cash demand for mill- 
ing grades of wheat was by all odds the 
feature in the market yesterday. It was 
not evidenced so much by advances in price, 
although discounts on some of the off-grades 
were narrowed, as by the more active in- 
quiry and much larger sales than for any 
previous day in a long time. No. 2 spring 
wheat to the extent of 35,000 or 40,000 bu 
sold at 3%c to 4%c under the May prica 
The floating stock of this grade was prac- 
tically exhausted by yesterday’s sales. The 
differences on this grade of wheat have not 
changed, but it has been in indifferent de- 
mand for some time. Good grades of North- 
ern No. 3 spring sold as high as 90c a bu. 
Millers took some samples of soft spring at 
SS. A few days ago they would not have 
looked at the same wheat at corresponding 
prices, They claim that the situation is 
entirely changed and that their sales of flour 
have been so large that they have to be 
satisfied with what wheat they can get. No. 
2 white spring to the extent of 5,000 bu sold 
Se under May f. o. b. This grade has been 
practically unsalable for 1 of days. 
Mills, local and interior, were the buyers 
yesterday. There is decided improvement in 
the flour business, three Northwestern mill- 
ing concerns reporting sales of 128,000 bris 
in two days, a large part being for export. 
The local activity in flour is taken in part 
as a reflection of shaded freight rates. An- 
other suggestion of the same kind was the 
relative advance of low grade corn. 


Early Advance on Cables. 


The fractional advance in Liverpool in face 
of the rather easy feeling here on Friday 
was the occasion of opening prices 4@%c 
higher than the closing figures of the previ- 
ous day. The volume of speculative trade 
was light, and the fact that the Leiter crowd 
was credited with holding the calls may 
have had something to do with the early 
strength. liverpool closed with a slight ad- 
vance. Paris was 5@15 centimes higher, 
while Antwerp was 12% centimes lower. 
Clearances were 382,000 bu. against a little 
less than that quantity received at primary 
markets. The local snow called attention to 
the weather map's showing of four inches 
in parts of the Southwest and predictions 
of more, and was a bearish influence. The 
indications were that the July shorts had 
takén care of their contracts pretty well 
and that future closed with ic loss, while 
May gained „c. The Northwestern receipts 
were 358 cars, against 333 a week ago and 
176 a year ago. The liberal receipts at 
Kansas City for the day and the week at- 
tracted considerable attention. There was 
fome buying in the local market of July 
wheat for London and Paris account. Ina 
general way the speculative trade was with- 
out any important features. 

The provision trade was dull, with fluctua- 
tions within the narrowest possible range 
and with closing prices the same as for the 
previous day. There was some selling by 
Viles-Robbins and the Chicago Packing com- 
pany. The shipments of product for the 
week were liberal. Receipts of hogs for the 
week were 172,121, against 215,729 the corre- 
sponding week last year. Packing to date 
is figured at 1,119,000 hogs, against 1,160,000 
for the same period last year. Seven princi- 
pal markets had 38,900 hogs, against 43,200. 
The local estimate for this week is 170,000 
hogs. The local market yesterday was 24@ 
5c higher on receipts of 14,000 hogs. 


All Coarse Grain Dull. 


The corn situation yesterday was a stand- 
off between statistics and scalpers. There 
was strength in the former, but it was al- 
most wholly offset by the operations of room 
traders. Exports were big, being nearly 
950,000 bu from Atlantic coast points. Brad- 
street reported exports for the week at 
3,486,000 bu, against 4,461,000 bu the previous 
period.

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ILL the medical fraternity proscr'be | 


the custom of handshaking? ‘The 

proposition to sweep into disuse 

this modern and likewise ancient 

method of greeting between man 
and man has been broached and is already 
being discussed in scientific circlex Indis- 
eriminate kissing has been the victim of an 
organized movement. by health authorities 
and advanced physicians, and now its twin 
habit—the handshake—is threatened. Some 
medical men have become convinced that the 
custom is a convenient vehicle for conveying 
disease germs, and they are shunning it and 
preaching its downfall. 

Will the fear of the microbe or the fond 
attachment to the dear old grasp of the 
friendly hand win this new contest? 

Physicians will not all range themselves 
on the side of the banishment of the custom, 
and it is certain that sociologists and human- 
itarians will fight for its preservation. It has 
the flavor of age and it is the index of char- 
acter. The world would be poorer with- 
out it. 

But is there danger in the hand grasp? 

The question of its possibilities as a dis- 
geminator of disease has just been brought 
before the public by Dr. Nathan Breiter of 
New York, formerly of Chicago, in a 
brochure entitled The Hand as a Propa- 
gator of Microbic Disease— A Medico-Social 
Question.“ . 

The trend of the doctor’s argument is that 
the skin exudes disease germs when a person 
is suffering from certain infectious ailments 
and that the palm is covered with the little 
microbes. Then, too, the hand becomes 
patched with them by touching infected 
places on the body, or door knobs, or ban- 
nisters which others with diseases have 


grasped. 

The physician goes on to recite the names of 
diseases that may be communicated in this 
way. He reviews cases in his own practice 
to bear out his argument. 

Human skin, both in its outward form and 
inward—the mucous membrane—is a ready 
conductor of microbic disease. In daily 
business and, social life there is no part of 
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Hu rehabilitation of H. A. W. Tabor, 
once the mining king of America, and 
his appointment as postmaster of 
Denver are the romances of the day. 

„Tabor luck among the miners of 
fifteen years ago was synonymous with all 
the treasures that Fortune can give. Later 
it meant poverty, disgrace, and discredit. 
Now it has returned to its original signifi- 
cance, for Governor Tabor's star is once 
more in the ascendant. 

Only a few days ago telegraphic dispatches 
announced that President McKinley had ap- 
pointed him postmaster of Denver—a mod- 
est place, but one that means more to him 
than the discovery of another fabulously 
rich mine. It means political recognition 
and a return to the affairs of men; it means 
perhaps the social recognition his millions 
could not buy; it means that new fortunes 
will placed within his reach. 

y in the winter it was said that Tabor 
had reached the turn in the road of mis- 
fortune he had traversed so long when Win- 
field Scott Stratton, the Cripple Creek mil- 
lionaire, had presented him with $15,000 with 
which to begin life anew. Stratton was 
aware of the straits to which Tabor had 
been reduced, and though the twy had never 
met he determined to give him aiift. It was 
handsomely done, and gave new courage to 
the man who had been so cruelly buffeted 
by fortune. 

Tabor is a Yankee, possessing all the de- 

termination and shrewdness of his race, but, 
it must be confessed, little of the thrift. 


He is in his sixty-eighth year, but age has 
left few marks on his towering form. Little 
is known of his early life except that when 
@ young man he went to Kansas pad became 
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one’s skin that comes in contact with that 


of others as fre uently as the palm of the 
hand. There rie two ways in which dis- 
eases may be transmitted from one hand to 
another. First, by excretion of germs from 
some infectious ailment. Second, by rub- 
bing off contaminating substances that have 
been deposited there by touching another 
germ-bearing hand or by contact with some 
article, as a door knob or bannister, where 
microbes have been deposited. 

It 1s supposed that in microbic diseases 
the skin exudes or throws off the germs 
of disease. With a coating of these minute 
mischief-makers on the palm of the hand, 
it is believed by many doctors that a cordial 
and friendly handshake may be the means 
of transmitting disease from one person to 
the other without either of them knowing it. 

The skin in health constantly is a source 
of odorous emanations. The nature and 
exact source of these minute outpourings 
are not definitely known in the medical 
world, but the opponents of the handshake 
feel certain that where there is an infec- 
tious diseases the outpourings are likely o 
be more or less tainted with the poison. 
If the exudations were merely vaporous it 
would be difficult to explain how animals 
especially the bloodhound, can track a hu- 
man being for miles by the impress of the 
shoe-covered feet. 

James Nevins Hyde, M. D., of Chicago, 
in his comprehensive treatise on Diseases 
of the Skin,” writes on this point as follows: 

There is strong reason to believe that 
these emanations are vehicles by which cer- 
tain contagious and infectious diseases are 
communicated from one individual to au- 
other. They at times contain living matter 
derived from the protoplasm of the body, 
and are capable of conveying bacteria in 
compact masses and enormous quantities 
When agitated by the air. ... These 
emanations are properly regarded as having 
their origin in the secreting system of the 
skin, but in what proportion the several se- 
creting glands participate in their product 
it is difficult to establish. The sweat, at 
times, even to the human nostrils, exhales

a farmer, going to the Legislature between 
crops. 

When the disastrous Pike’s Peak gold ex- 
citement swept over the country in 1859 he 


outfitted a prairie schooner and followed the 


trail across the plains to the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The discovery that Pike’s Peak gold 
was a myth did not shake his strong will. 
He had set out to make a fortune, and a 
fortune he would have. So he pushed on, 
and finally set his stakes in California 
Gulch. Here he remained almost uninter- 
ruptedly until he had seized the millions of 
which he had dreamed. 

It was not long before he had cleaned up 


615,000, and with a part of this he bought a 


small stock of groceries and miners’ sup- 
plies. His log cabin was the most pretentious 
building in the camp, and he was made post- 
master, a position he held for many years, 
Canceling stamps, therefore, will be no nov- 
elty to him. 

In the course of his business Tabor was 
constantly approached by prospectors look- 
ing for credit or a“ grub stake, and these 
never went away disappointed. Indeed, he 
was always willing to extend a helping hand, 
and where he knew the man he was invari- 
ably willing to take a chance,“ and a large 
part of the profits he cleared in his store was 
invested in miners’ outfits. 

It was this generosity that led to fortune 
after nearly twenty years. Among his 
friends were two shoemakers named August 
Rische and George Haak. Carried away 
by the excitement and the gambling feature 
of mining, they had exhausted all their 
means in looking for the vein the nuggets 
in California Guich came from. Not hav- 
ing the means of prosecuting the search 
further, they at last applied to Tabor for 
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a distinct odor, though to what extent this 
is due to the admixture of sweat with se- 
baceous material it is difficult to determine.” 
Professor W. H. Welch, in an article on 
„General Bactertology of Surgical Infec- 
tions,“ writes as follows: 5 
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„As the skin is exposed to contamination 
from the air and all sorts of sources, it is 
evident that there is scarcely any limit to 
the number of species of bacteria which may 
be found on the skin.” 

Dr. Breiter, in his brochure, declares that 


the surface of the human body, including, of 
course, the palm of the hand, is a hotbed for 


the propagation of 4 great variety of micro- | 


organisms. He cites as authorities for this 
statement Furbinger, Mittman, Bizzozero, 
Magiora, and Welch. 
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aid and were accommodated. The under- | 


standing was that Tabor would furnish the 
supplies and they would do the prospecting, 
the three to share alike if mineral was found. 

Weary of going over the old ground con- 
tiguous to the gulch, the partners went 
further back into the hills. A mile back 
from the gulch and an equal distance east 
of the present site of the City of Leadville 
is Fryer Hill. There they found surface 
indications sufficient to warrant the sink- 
ing ofa shaft. They toiled for days through 
a.conglomeration of yellowish sand that 
had the appearance of decomposed lime- 
stone. In all their experience they had seen 
nothing like it, but they attached no value 
to the stuff and kept on going deeper and 
deeper in their search for the layer of 
quartz. which they hoped would bring them 
fortune. 

Twenty-six feet down they became dis- 
couraged. They had passed the depth at 
which they expected to encounter the ledge. 
Sitting disconsolately on the dump one day 
they decided to give it up and go elsewhere. 

I'll tell you what I’m going to do,“ said 
Haak, at last. Before we go any further 
I’m going to take some of this stuff we've 
been working through to an assayer and 
find out what it 18.“ 

Every miner knows that a few days later 
the world was astounded at the reports of 
enormous riches of silver in the form of 
sand carbonates. The three partners be- 
gan to ship ore to the smelters at once, and 
the Little Pittsburg mine became known to 
the world. The profits were so large that 
there was no difficulty in erecting a plant, 
and so great became the fame of the mine 
that thousands rushed to the new fields 
and Leadville, the most wonderful mining 
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camp America ever saw, sprung up as if by 
magic. Offers for the Little Pittsburg came 
thick and fast, and Haak was the first to 
sell out, he disposing of his interests for 
about $100,000. Rische followed, securing 
more than twice that amount, but Tabor 
held out until he was tendered a million. 

Tabor now began to deal in Leadville real 
estate, which became as valuable as State 
street property as fast as the pine trees 
could be cut down and hauled away. His 
profits were enormous, and he put part of 
them into permanent improvements, build- 
ing, among other things, an opera-house 
that cost a quarter ofa million. Every mine 
he bought turned out a bonanza. One of his 
best purchases was the Matchless, which 
turned $100,000 into his pockets as reguarly 
as each month came around. 

With Leadville’s rise came Denver’ 
perity and Tabor soon saw that was be — 
ful field of operation. First, he built a mag- 
nificent residence and then he put up en- 
during monuments in the form of a theater 
and business blocks. It is no exaggeration 
to say that had it not been for Tabor’s exam- 
ple Denver would not be the beautiful city 
it is today. 

But the people took everything he gave 
them as a matter of course. His wealth 
was estimated at about 620,000,000, and a 
man with that much money, they thought, 
could do anything. 

It is not surprising that at this juncture 
Mr. Tabor became ambitious to shine in 
politics. He had acquired a taste for it 
when elected to the Kansas Legislature. 
His first venture was a success and he was 
elected Lieutenant Governor almost with- 
out effort. To be Governor was his next ob- 
ject, but his party refused him the nomina- 
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tion, though he tried for it several times. 
Always he had his eye on Washington and 
he wanted to use the Governor’s chair as a 
stepping stone to the Senate. At last the 
long-looked-for opportunity came. Senator 
Teller was appointed Secretary of the In- 
terior and he entered the lists as his suc- 
cessor. There followed one of the most re- 
markable campaigns known to history. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars were dis- 
bursed in the most open manner. 

When the Legislature met the contest had 
narrowed down to two men—Tabor and Tom 
Bowen. The latter was not so rich as Tabor, 
but he had been a successful miner in the 
southern part of the State, and besides he 
had the influential politicians behind him. 
Two men were to be elected, one to fill Tel- 
ler’s unexpired term, of which thirty days 
yet remained, and one to serve a full term of 
Six years. After a bitter fight, in which all 
sorts of charges of corruption and bribery 
were made, Bowen won the long term, while 
Tabor had to satisfy himself with the thirty- 
day remnant. 

Augusta Tabor, the first wife, followed her 
husband through all his earlier struggles. 
She shared his hardships and sufferings; 
lived with him in barren log cabins, and even 
went so far as to wash and mend miners’ 
clothing when she found she could make 
money that way. Always she was a faith- 
ful wife, and there is no doubt that much of 
Tabor's success was due to her courage and 
strength of purpose. As soon as Tabor had 
acquired the money for which he had strug- 
gled so long he gave himself up to the 
pleasures which a live mining camp affords.

| This same doctor declares that in his med- 
ieal experience he has found on the hands 
of the patients suffering from infectious 
diseases germs by which the allments easily 
could be communicated to a friend by a 
hand shake.

Have a Brilliant Future. 


HE Harrison Street Police Station is an 
eyesore and a nuisance. It has out- 
grown its usefulness, and, like a pest- 
house in thé mfast of a crowded com- 


* munity, is threatening with loathsome 
. disease the surrounding neighborhood. 


This is ely speaking, for the health 

that is threatened by the proximity of the 
Harrison Street Police Station and its allied 
courts is the moral and commercial health 
of the community. 
The spot is in the very center of the fes- 
tering vice of the levee,“ and it attracts to 
its central locality hundreds of toughs, petty 
and great criminals, disreputable members 
of both sexes. The streets leading to the 
courts are more or less filled with the habit- 
és of the station and the ‘courts, and all 
day long these people infest the neighbor- 
hood 


No good purpose is subserved by having the 
Harrison police courts where they are. They 
cover the police cases in the First and Sec- 
ond Districts, and could as well be removed 
but of the legitimately.business districts, 
where they are, into a spot where the deadly 
upas exuded from them would fall innocuous. 
There are a variety of reasons why the 
station should be removed, and not one why 
it should be retained where it is.

Ot cours the reader has read of the char- 
acter of the neighborhood’ that surrounds 
the Harrison Street Station. Three-fourths 
of all the crime in the city is furnished right 
at hand by the district. Old ramshackle 
houses, many of them single and two story 
frames of the days immediately succeeding 
the fire, compose the majority of the build- 
ings. Pawnshops, rumshops, and places of 
questionable resort, but protected by the 
laws as they now stand, flourish there. On 
the northwest corner of Custom-House place 
and Harrison, a corner that ought to be 
worth an. immense sum for legitimate busi- 
ness, stands a one-story row of buildings 
that are constructed of wood and which are 
used for the sale of second-hand clothing. 
Custom-House place is full of old frame 
buildings that harbor disreputable lodgers 
and that are used for unsightly business. 

If one starts from the Harrison Street Po- 
lice Station and walks east along Harrison 
street he encounters two blocks of seedy 
brick and disreputable and decayed frame 
buildings, few more than two stories in 
height, ali ancient. The city authorities 
seem to have recognised that dirt and filth 
are the natural environments of the resi- 
dents and habitués of the spot, and seldom 
clean the street. 

If one walks north along Pacific street 
from the station he sees a long row of old 
buildings, stables, and decayed warehouses 
where should stand hustling factory and 
mercantile houses. The railroad upon the 
opposite side of the street ought to attract 
such enterprises. 

And so oh from one to three blocks in every 
direction the same picture of decay is pre- 
sented. The closer you approach to the sta- 
tion the more aggravated appear the signs. 


its Logical Location. 


Where could the Harrison Street Police 
Station be removed.to? Where is a spot 
naturally adapted for it? Where can a piece 
of property be found that will not cost the 
city a large sum and where the erection of 
the necessary building will not be attended 
with the me blight that has wrecked the 
business interests of the blocks surrounding 
the present station?

Why not locate the Harrison Street Police 
Station here? Inspector Hartnett has a 
scheme which appears to bea good one. He 
proposes that the Harrison Street Police 
Station and the two police courts be re- 
moved to a building that shall be erected on 
the two lots on the southeast corner of Mich- 
igan avenue and Fourteenth street, and that 
the fire company now located in the Second 
Regiment Armory be removed to the front 
half of the lot on the northeast corner, the 
rear half on the alley being used for a patrol- 
house. 

Thus the city fathers would solve three 
knotty questions at one swoop, so to speak. 
They would clean up the Harrison street 
slums, would locate a fine, new, modern sta- 
tion and police courts upon unproductive city 
property, and would find a home for the 
lake front fire company now lodged in the 
@mory building; which must be torn down 
in obedience to the decree of the courts. 
The police detail located at the armory 
should be withdrawn to the City Hall, where

Police View of the Plan. 


Here is what Inspector Hartnett has to 
say about the proposed transfer: “I have 
been a policeman for fifteen years, and dur- 
ing the entire time, barring the incumbency 
of Chief Badenoch, when I was reduced from 
Captain to sergeant and sent over to the 
West Side, I have been stationed in the First 
Ward. I am now in command of the inspec- 
tion district, sent here, presumedly because 
I know the district. : 

For ten years I have recognized the bale- 
ful influence exerted by the police station. 
It should not be located in a business or in 
a residential neighborhood. The character 
of Clark street is largely owing to the pres- 
ence of the police courts. It seems strange, 
but it is a fact, that crime and disorder al- 
ways cling about the very precincts that are 
designed to hold them in check. 

The reason ts because decent people move 
out of a neighborhood just as soon as a 
police station is bullt there. Then the rents 
ome down and the vicious take advantage 
of the fact. The police cannot regulate the 
morals of the people. They can only step in 
when an overt act is committed. They are 
not supposed to regulate the daily lives of 
the community. Save in cases of disturb- 
ance of the peace or felonies the policeman 
must be blind. This is America, not Europe. 
An attempt on the part of the police to reg- 
ulate the morals,of the people and to pass 
upon who are and who are not respectable 
would call down upon the heads of the force 
a howl from all classes of society. There- 
fore we must recognize the fact that a police 
station kills trade and ruins a residential 
neighborhood. 

“I told Chief Badenoch long ago that the 
Harrison Street Station should be moved. 
The very handiest and best place to locate 
it is on the city property at the corner of 
Michigan avenue and Fourteenth street. 
The neighborhood has already decayed ow- 
ing to the fact that the Illinois Central bulld- 
ings cut off the lake view at this point. 
There are also located the smoking 
nuisances, the pumping station and the elec- 
tric light plant. 

Other manufacturing plans are going in 
there. The residence portion of Michigan 
avenue has already moved southward, and 
nearly all of the houses are now given over 
to lodgings and cheap boarding places. 


No Surroundings to Spoil. 


The location of the station there cannot 
hurt the neighborhood. It would be a posi- 
tive benefit. Here are practically unguarded 
the great water pumping station, the elec- 
trict light plant, and the Illinois Central 
buildings, all of which would be the objects 
of attack at the hands of a mob, 

A modern station should be built upon 
this spot, with cells in the basement, police 
offices on the first floor, and courts upon the 
second floor. The dormitories for the men

With the usual continental disregard for 
preserving Sunday as a day of rest, the 
Menageries Maritimes, France's celebrated 
shipping company, have chosen that day as 
the one best suited for the departure of their 
st amers, and consequently the sailors go to 
mass in the morning and to their ships in the 
afternoon, just as their comrades on land 
attend divine service in the morning and 
the theaters a few hours later. 

To embark on any ocean steamer is an in- 
teresting moment, but to set sail on these 
boats destined for the far East is an event 
well worth remembering. | 

The difference between the Atiantic steam- 


ers and those which traverse the Mediterra- |’ 


nean and Eastern waters is striking—partic: 
ularly if one studies the construction. While 
the Atlantic steamers possess every luxury 
and comfort possible, they are not so per- 
fectly equipped for the radical changes in 
temperature necessary in the equipment of 
the Menageries Maritimes’ boats. Inside 
cabins, such as one sees in all the Atlantic 
ships, are unknown. Indeed, no one could 
exist in an inside cabin during the hot 
passage of the Red Sea. All cabins are ex- 
terior, and the interior of the boat is devoted 
to large corridors, an essential thing once 
the warm equa rial climates are reached. 
One sees everywhere provision against the 
heat. Huge electric fans ready for service, 
canvas blinds only waiting to be lowered, 
odd passages which open to give fresh air, 
and they are all necessary for certain por-.

Down the Mediterranean. 


After leaving Italy and the junction of the 
waters of the Ad-iafic and the Mediterran- 
ean the sea became so calm that there was 
searcéely any percepiible motion of the boat 
Indeed, so steady were the decks that the 
Australians on board proposed a game of 
tennis and stretched a net across the prome- 
nade deck, where they played a number of 
rounds, watched by the other passengers, 
who hugely enjoyed the novelty of a tennis 
court on shipboard in the waters of the Med- 
iterranean. 

The sunset upon the coast of Crete is one 
of the most beautiful things in nature one 
can hope to see, and suggests that Monet and 
other impressionist painters must have re- 
ceived their first impressions from the pur- 
ple tints of the Cretan sunset. It would be 
difficult to deseribe the colors one sees re- 
flected by the setting sun upon the broken 
hills and mountains of the island. Red, 
purple, violet, paling slowly into a soft 
azure tint, justify the impressionist theory 
that purple is the fundamental color in 
nature—that is to say, in Crete.

strangers in the country. 


To Change the Climate. 


One might rudely: term M. Graffin’s insti- 
tution a human refrigerator, for he pro- 
poses to establish a huge sanitarium where 
artificial ice will cool the walls, artificial 
air fan the occupants, and a process of dry- 
ing will render the atmosphere of this ice- 
house the same as that of France. In this 
institution there will be apartments for the 
sick where they may be relieved from the 
torrid heat, the main cause of the mortal 
maladies in the country. There will be also 
a series of restaurants, theaters, music 
halls, Ubraries—in fact, everything con- 
ducive to comfort, and it@ proposed that in 
this manner the European can gain a few 
hours, days, or weeks of repose from the re- 
lentiess climate. The institution also will 
contain immense storerooms for European 
provisions, thus enabling the resident in 
Cochin China to enjoy many of the luxuries 
in the way of food he is deprived of during 
his residence in the colony, as the difficulty 
in preserving European provisions has hére- 
tofore forced the inhabitants of Cochin 
China to content themselves with the pro- 
visions of the country—a poor substitute at 
best for European food.

Some 200 miles north of the Aleutian 
Islands, and a little to the west of the path 
of steamers bound for the Yukon lie the 
Pribilof Islands, famous as the most won- 
derful fur seal islands of the world. 

They furnish what well-informed biolo- 
gists have called the greatest exhibition 
of animal life to be seen on the globe.“ Dur- 
ing the warm months of the year hundreds 
of thousands of fur seals make the low, 
rocky shores of these islands their home, 

The Pribilof Islands, four bits of land in an 
icy sea, have been, since the purchase of 
Alaska, possessions of the United States, and 
have proved a most remunerative acqulsi- 
tion. Since their cession to the United States 
by Russia they have paid Into the Treasury 
a sum equal to the original purchase price 
of Alaska, $7,200,000. For the last few years, 
however, since the days of the pelagic sealer, 
they have proved a loss rather than a gain, 
for it is around these islands that the whole 
of the Bering Sea seal controversy centers. 
The pelagic sealer has pccasioned so much 
arbitration and diplomatic entanglements, 
and necessitated the keeping of so many 
revenue cutters in Bering Sea, that the 
Pribilof Islands are no longer a paying in- 
Véstment. 


Islands Their Summer Home. 


The vast majority of the fur seals of the 
world make Pribilof Islands their summer 
home. The shores of the islands are low and 
rocky, with many bowlder leaders. A thick 
fog or mist covers them the year round, and 
the temperature is sufficiently low to enable 
the seal to remain comfortable in its thick 
tur coat. 

From October to May the seals roam the 
Pacific in search of food. At the beginning 
of spring they start for the north, and by the 
month of May they are found in great num- 
bers on the shores of the Pribilots. 

They congregate on low patches of ground 
near the shore, in what are called rookertes. 
In these rookeries they separate into fami- 
lies or rather harems. Every year each cow, 
as the female is termed, gives birth to an 


' offspring which, contrary to what might be 


expected, is called a pup. These pups, at an 
early age, collect together and live on the 
rookeries in crowded swarms. The younger 
males, known as bobtails or bachelors, do 
not live on the rookeries proper, but on what 
are called the hauling ground. It is from 
these hauling grounds that the bachelors, 
which, by the methods of legitimate sealers, 
are the killable seals, are driven to the 
killing flelds. 

The first seals to arrive on the islands in 
the spring are the bulls. They come early 
in order to get the best places on the rook- 
ertes—the places nearegt to the beach. The 
bull seals are large powerful animals, about 
six feet long and weighing some six hun- 
dred pounds. When they first come ashore 
they are stored with a thick layer of blubber, 
from which they derive their sustenance for 
three months; for, from his arrival in May 
until his departure in August, the bull seal 
does not feed. 

No better illustration of the doctrine of 
the survival of the fittest can be found in 
the animal world than on a seal rookery, in 
the struggle of the bull seals fur the posses- 


them. Only the strongest and most virile 
bulls survive the struggle. The fighting of 
two bulls is characterized by the greatest 
hardihood, ferocity, and tenacity. They 
make use of their sharp, curved front teeth, 
and with their powerful shoulders to move 
their heads with swordsmenlike rapidity, 
they fasten their teeth in the flesh of an op- 
ponent and bellow with deep bass voices, 
The bedlam on a rookery in the spring is 
more vociferous than that on the stock ex- 
change. When a bull seal has once fastened 
upon an opponent he does not loosen his 
hold until a piece has been torn from the 
body of his antagonist. By the end of the 
season the bulls are in a badly tattered con- 
dition. Many have lost an eye, a great many 
are minus front teeth, and scars are more 
numerous among them than among the Ger- 
man students. 


Season of Pelagic Sealing. 

Soon after the cow seal reaches the islands 
she gives birth to an offspring, and after 
nursing it for a short period she returns to 
the sea for food. In a few days she comes 
to land again to feed her pup. It is at this 
time that the pelagic sealer makes his ap- 
pearance. The pelagic sealing season opens

the pelagic seals is made up almost entirely 
of females, whose death means the sturva- 
tion of a corresponding number of pups, not 
to speak of the loss of pups for years to 
come.

HE twentieth century historian who 
will write the history of Chicago will 
find its city directories invaluable re- 
positories of information. This will 
appear strange to many, but it is not 

stranger than the fact that the first great 
national directory and census of England. 
the “‘ Domesday Book,” is one of the great- 
est historical documents in existence, or the 
fact that the account books of monasteries 
and cloisters have proven to be mines of 
wealth to the bfstorians of old world cities.

& mail wagon in 1883, and that in 1834 a semi- 
weekly four-horse Stage line was estab- 
lished. By 1887 there was a daily Eastern 
mail, and at the time of issue the city 
boasted of forty-eight mails a week, with 
postal receipts of about $10,000a year. Dur- 
ing the lake season the great Eastern 
arrived daily except Tuesday and closed 
daily except Sunday at 8:30 a. m. Then 
there was a Michigan City land mail, a 
Southern mail by oria, a route to Galena 
via Rockford, another to Milwaukee, one 
to Janesville, and lastly to Thornton via 
Blue Island. 

For fire protection the directory enumerat- 
ed two engine companies, one hose com- 
pany, one hook and ladder company, the 
Chicago Fire Bucket company, and the Fire 
Guards. Three military organizations are 
named, the Chicago Guards, the Chicago 
Cavalry, and the Montgomery Guards.

E. H. Hall & Co compiled and Robert Fer- 
gus printed the next di A business 
directory in modern style is appended. 

From 1888-56 on the directories have a 
double column of names on each page. There 
are now over 14,600 names. 

A supplement issued in 1856 attempts to 
make all other calendars and almanacs un- 
necessary. A full line of jokes ts included. 
Here is a sample:

The book sold 
for $2. a 

John Gager, who entered the field in 1856- 
57, evidently thought he had come to stay, 
for he labeled his book Vol. 1.“ He states 
in his preface that subscribers can have the 
book for $1.50 if they insist on it, though it 
cost more. In addition to names, Gager’s 
directory included copies of the banking 
and insurance laws, a map showing the city 
as far as Oakley avenue, Center street, and 
Bridgeport; a postal guide, a view of the 
city, and general information of a wide 
range. 


New Publishers in 1858. 


The names number about 22,700. 

Gager never issued Vol. 2, the publishers 
for 1858 being D. B. Cooke & Co., the com- 
pilers Thomas M. Halpiu & Co. They secured 
29,000 names on the map in Cooke & Co.'s 
second issue, 1889-00. The limits are laid 
down as extending to Fullerton and Western 
avenues and Thirty-ninth street. 

The book has swelled to considerable di- 
mensions, including 450 pages of names. 
which number approximately 40,000. 

In 1860 Cooke found à rival in Smith & Du 
Moulin. T. M.. Halpin & Co., compilers for 
Cooke & Co., found 34,200 names, while 
Smith & Du Moulin succeeded in getting 
gether only 28,900. 

The preface of the directory of 1861 states 
it will be found unusually accurate, inas- 
much as it was published after the removals 
of May 1.

It is the obvious facts that escape the news- 
paper writer and annalist which often most 
interest the historian, and it is just these 
that the city directories, most stupid of 
all books of reference, are apt to contain. 

The old directories tell not only ef those 
who have lived in Chicago, their pjaces of 
residence and business and what they did, 
but in their registers and on their advertis- 
ing pages they present a terse history of 
the municipal government from Year to 
year, the rise of miscellaneous societies, 
the extension of railways, the ophning of 
streets, and the laying out of parks, and, 
in a word, give an epitome of municipal 
progress in every direction. 2 

The most patent fact the directpry files 
teach is the growth in population. Chica- 
go’s first directory contained six pages of 
names in single columns, about 400 in all. 
The last issue from the Lakeside press is 
a volume of 2,692 pages and contains by 
close calculation 556,400 names. Léss than 
two of the 2,140 triple column pages in the 
1897 directory that are devoted th names 
would suffice in reproducing the finet direc- 
tory word for word. Compared ‘to the 
bulky volume of 1897 the first city;address 
book would be less than an ineh thick, an 
inch wide, and two inches long. Represent- 
ed along with connecting links from other 
years they are an impressive object lesson 
in municipal expansion. At times the ri- 
valry of publishers caused the list of names 
t be unduly swelled, but the onward move- 
ment was in the main regular and natural. 


Fergus’ First Directory. 

The first Chicago Directory was an appen- 
dix to the city ordinances, publighed in 
pamphlet form by Robert Fergus in 1839. 
The directory was a happy accident. Mr. 
Fergus found there were going tg be six 
blank pages left, and concluded to Hi them 
in with the names of business- men.; He set 
them up without copy just as they ¢ccurred 
and were suggested to him. The names were 
not even in strict alphabetical order, the 
compiler, editor, typesetter, and proof- 
reader combined being satisfied to Rave the 
initial letters in proper sequence. 4

The advertisements are as instructive as 
the reading matter. One observes Orrington 
Lunt’s name as a forwarding and commis- 
sion merchant.

Land agency. 

Exports for 1842 are set down at $659,000, 
imports at $664,000, the exports including 
586,000 bushels of wheat. 


Second Shows a Growth. 


Norris got out a second directory for 
1845-46, Fergus again being the printer. It 
is, like its predecessors, a thin book, seven 
inches long and four inches wide, but is 
bound in a pasteboard cover and includes 
approximately 3,450 names, while claim is 
made for a total population of 10,800. Nearly 
all the prominent churches are shown in 
creditable wood cuts and their size and cost 
are carefully set down. The First Uni- 
versalist, 35x75; the Unitarian, 42x60; the 
First Baptist, 56x80 feet in dimensions, were 
mentioned with pride as ornaments of the 
city. -A generous advertising patronage af- 
fords additional information of a most 
varied character to the student of early Chi- 


cago. . 

The directory of 1846-47, issued by Norris 
& Gardiner, from the press of Geer & Wilson, 
has 3,950 names. For the first timo the 
principal streets are laid down. Clark is 
spelled Clarke and Sangamon “ Sauga- 
mon, evidently misprints. “ First street 
is laid down as south ot Jackson, while First 
avenue is west of the branches.“ Wells 
street is spelled ‘‘ Welles and it extends 
both north and south of the river. The re- 
maining streets up to Chicago avenue and 
west as far as Halsted were named, with 
few exceptions as they are now. 

At this period the directorymakers strove 
to make their production take the place of an 
almanac, postal guide, and city year book. 
The directory of 1846 has a “ counting-house 
almanack and calendar and room is found 
for a few pages of supposed jokes, along 
with the postoffice directory of Illinois and 
a review of local progress. 

Under the head of New Improvements ”’ 
space is given to cuts and descriptions of the 
Empire Buildings,“ in Lake street, be- 
tween Clark and Dearborn, 80x120 feet in 
size, four stories high. and with facings of 
pressed brick made in the city.“ and the 
„% Merchants’ Exchange,“ northwest corner 
of Lake and Wells streets, built of cut stome 
from Buffalo, 80x81 feet in size. 


4% Tribune in the Field. 


The press has by this time become quite 
metropolitan. One now observes the quaint 
Gem of the Prairie and the Journal, the 
Democrat, and the Cavalier, the last three 
dailies and weeklies, too. 

The University of St. Mary of the Lake, 
Wolcott street, near Chicago avenue, ap- 
pears to be the city’s latest acquisition, 
though seventeen private schools bid for 
patronage. 

The advertisements in the directory of 
1848-'49 proclaim a keen rivalry between the 
different daily newspapers—THE CHICAGO 
TripuNE, Free Soil; the Journal, Whig; and 
the Democrat. THE TRIBUNE was issued 
from 159 Lake street, as was the weekly 
Gem of the Prairie.

and has much the appearance of one of 
Donnelly’s present business directories. The 
number of names remains about stationary, 
amounting to 32,700. 

The issue of 1862-’63 was got out by T. M. 
Halpin & Co. and 38,250 names are recorded. 
The next issue contained 4,9883 more names, 
bringing the total up to 43,233. The popula- 
tion claimed was 150,000. 

In 1864 Halpin dropped his partner, John 
C. W. Bailey, and went into business with 
Richard Edwards. Bailey was prevailed 
upon to issue a rival publication. He found 
47,400 names, while Halpin's book contained 
only 31,944, Batley estimated the popula- 
tion 199,600. Bailey’s directory for 1865 re- 
cofded an increase of 9,041 names, bringing 
the total up to 56,441. Halpin's publication 
was again somewhat smaller. 

One of the rival publications in 1866 is 
called Edwards’ Annual. It is a volume of 
1,100 pages and contains 50,500 names, while 
Bailey’s directory records 76,214 @ddresses. 
He now estimates the population at 264,000. 

For 1867 ° Bailey’s directory contained 
89,103 names, an increase of 12,889 over the 
previous year. Bailey and Edwards joined 
forces in 1868 and published a book con- 
taining 94,123 names. Edwards alone issued 
the directory the following year; but he 
dedicated it to Bailey. An increase of 18,000 
names is noted. Even this rapid growth 
does not satisfy, however, for the total is 
stated in round numbers as 120,000. The 
year before the fire this number was re- 
duced to 95,700. Approximately 100,555 
names are reported in 1871, while Bdwards’ 
census reports the population at 334,270. 
The next year witnessed a spurt to 125,000 
hames, which number was increased to 
130,430 in 1873. 


Coming of the “ Lakeside.” 


The Lakeside series began in 1874 and 
has never been interrupted. Williams, Don- 
nelley & Co. were the publishers at first, then 
Donnelley, Lloyd & Co., and finally Reuben 
H. Donnelley assumed absolute control. The 
first “Lakeside directory contains 151,918 
names, and the population claimed was 
531,000. The following year the number of 
names was reduced to 146,133, but 1876 
found it raised to 153,335. 

The rivalry with St. Louis and Cincinnati, 
which characterized this period, crops out 
in the directories, comparative tables be- 
ing published annually. In 1877 the Chi- 
cago directory contained 149,126 names, 
while St. Louis had 39,000 less in its ad- 
dress book. A gain of 4,481 is noted in 
1878, bringing the total up to 153,607. The 
gain the next year was 7,605, making 161,212 
names all told. — 

An increase of 9,176, to 170,388, marked the 
issue of 1880, While. 183,292 names were re- 
corded in 1881. 

Since this time none of the directories 
have stated precisely how many names they 
contained. A steady increase is observed, 
from 13,000 to 15,000 names being added in 
each of the years 1884, 1885, and 1886, when 
the directory, recorded about 225,000 persons. 
From that time on the increase was so rapid 
the publisher’s main concern was to keep 
the book within reasonable bounds without 
impairing its usefulness. 

Triple columns were introduced in 1892, 
and in 1895 Mr. Donnelley could lay claim to 
the largest city directory ever published in 
the United States. The steady and rapid in- 
crease in the later volQmes is shown in the 
‘following estimates: 1887, 238,500; 1888, 
253,000; 1889, 276,000; 1890, 347,000; 1801, 
354,000;. 1892, 402,400; 1893, 436,800; 1894, 
451,800; 1895, 462,800; 1896, 520,000; 1897, 
656,000,

Mrs. E. Craig, who 
accompanied her husband, was looked upon 
dubiously by the men, but her husband boldly 
stated that if any of the party broke down or 
balked #4 the dangers of the route it would 
not be wife. As the sequel proved he 
knew Mrs. Craig perfectly, for she was by 
far the most heroic and courageous of the 
party, bearing fatigue and exposure without 
complaint on ill effect. 

The party carried from this city nothing 
but a few indispensable things, Warmoltz, 
from the standpoint of experience, as the 
leader and manager of the party, interdict- 

the purchase of outfits here. The party 
was bound to gether by a cast iron "’ agree- 
ment, each paying into the treasury the sum 
of $500, It had been determined to carry 
into the mines supplies fora year and a half. 

At Calgary the outfits were purchased 
from the Hudson Bay company’s agent. 
Contrary to the advice of the people who 
make a profit out of outfitting parties, no 
‘furs whatever were bought, only good, 
strong, woolen clothing being selected. 
From Calgary the party proceeded by train 
to Ddmonton, ving Sept. 30. There

country begun. The men were

row neck of Athabasca Lake that the Foote 
party of Duluth was lost for six days. .They 
drifted about the lake, and were in a panic 
when finally rescued. 

The Warmoltg party crossed the neck of 
the lake to the fort in two hours, and met 
with a warm wricome. The party rested for 
a day, and put in some time hunting duck 
and wavey, wit!} which the water of the lake 
was covered. The Indians killed large quan- 
tities of these birds, which they cured by 
hanging up in the air. A considerable stock 
of duck and wavey was laid in by the voy- 
agers, and several hundred pounds of moose 
meat was purchased from the Indians. 

On the second morning the party started 
down the Slav+ River, making good head- 
way to Smiths Landing, at the head of 
Smith’s Rapid, which are about 118 miles 
from Fort.Chifewayan. These rapids were 
found to be more dangerous of passage than 
the Grand Rapids, arid three portages had to 
be made, two on the flat and one along the 
side,of the mountain, each portage consum- 
ing one day. The Indian guides demanded 
the same charge as at the Grand Rapids. At 
the foot of th; rapids the party came to 
Fort Smith, where they rested a day. 

From this point the river stretches 210 
miles, to Great Slave Lake, no more rapids 
or difficult navigation being met with. This 
part of the journey was enjoyed by all. The 
weather was cool, clear, and bracing, and 
the nights were not yet so cool as to cause 
discomfort to, those who slept under the 

stars. Mr. and Mrs. Craig had a tent, and 
they alone enjoyed the seclusion afforded by 
canvas walls. 

The boat arrived at Great Slave Lake on 
the morning Of Oct, 12, just forty-two days 
from the date of leaving Edmonton. ce 
across the lake it was considered’ that the 
worst part of the journey was over, for there 
were no more big lakes to cross, no more 
rapids of importance to encounter, and the 
prospects were good for a successful sledge 

rney over the snow that was beginnin 
fall and over the frozen rivers to the gold 

plds of the far North, . 


“Between the fort and the mouth of the 
er lay a little neck of the lake and this 
kad to be crossed before the hospitable agen- 
cy could be reached. The lake had already 
begun to show signs of freezing up. Drift 


navigated between the fields in making the 
crossing, This frightened some of the party 
who were the most timid. But Mrs. Craig 
Was not one of the faint-hearted. She 
wrapped her bjanket around her and sat in 


assistance that her strength afforded. 

At length the boat grounded upon the 
beach at Fort Resolution, and the Hudson 
Bay company’s agent came down to meet 
them. A score or more of Indians also gath- 
ered about the adventurers and heiped them 
carry their provisions ashore. 

Fort Resolution is one of the most impor- 
tant stations along the route, and here 
great stpres of provisions and furs were 
gathered in thi big warehouses belonging to 
the company.“ 

It wag the injention cf Warmoltz to recruit 
the strength pt the party at the fort, and 
press on “ye the lake should freeze over. 
But in this he was frustrated by the timidity 
of half adozenoftheparty. The route takes 
the boat across the lake, and out of sight 
of land for the better part of a day. This 
fact and the Par that the lake might freeze 
up and hold em pr’voners deterred these 
faint-bearted*ines. To make matters worse, 
the Indians, Fho were relied upon to guide 

a8 the lake, refused to make 

| fald that they were afraid, 

of the rapid fall in the mer- 

armoltz declared that it was a 

job to Droge party at the fort ail winter, 


and thus prof by the Amount of money that 
the Chicagoaſſt would be forced to spend. 

Warmoltz, ho carried a compass, pro- 
posed that they press on without the Indian 
guides, and pat the matter to vote. Still the 
half-dozen -t l.ones refused to take the 
risk, Mrs. Craig voted to go on. Under the 
agreement entered into before leaving this 
city, the majority was to rule, and the minor- 
ity that refused to abide by the ruling of the 
majority forfeited all their interest in the 
expedition, including the money already 
paid in. But Wermolts preferred to await 
the opening of spring rather than to goon 
without the entire party. Consequently ar- 
rangements.were made with the agent at the 
fort whereby @ good log house, sufficiently 
large for the accommodation of the entire 
party, was rested for the winter at a nom- 
‘nal sum. Tho provisions were stored and 
the party settfed down to the enjoyment of 
the life thrust’ upon them. 

After five days of inactivity a meeting of 
the Chicago colony was called and the situa- 
tion thorotighly discussed. It was pointed 
out by Captain Warmcltz that the long delay 
was going to render it absolutely. impossible 
for the party to get into the Klondike coun- 
try and owt the same year, and that, as a 
consequence, the provisions. brought, al- 
though ample for the eighteen months orig- 
inally contemplated, would not now hold 
out. It was seen that the party must either 
turn back foiled in the spring or send back 
to civilization during the dead of winter for 


the earliest moment in the spring. 


Hehded Toward Home. 

In this dilemma Warmoltz, as the leader 

le man, also as the man most 

pe that country, volunteered to 

go back with e companion and return in 

the spring with abundant supplies. Edward 

Bock, one of the party who was of an ad- 

venturous disposition, volunteered to accom- 
pany Warmoltz. 

One more attempt to get the people to 
consent to attempt the lake was made, the 
agent and Father Jean, the Roman Cath- 
olle missionary to the Indians, unjting in 
urging the entire feasibility of the venture. 
It was pointed out that the ice was not yet

ice had now formed in a thin sheet over the 
lower neck of the lake, although the wide 
stretch of the water was still comparatively 
open. Alfonso Lutia, the Indian, packed 
eighty pounds of provisions, and each of the 
white men packed forty pounds. 

The journey to Fort Smith was less di- 
cult than Warmolts had dared to believe. 
The snow la from one to two feet on the 
ground and on the ice of the river. The ther- 
mometer registered considerably below zero 
at the start, and by the time the adventurers 
were fairly on their way it reached minus 
20. The men wore snowshoes, woolen blouses, 
and skin moccasins, such as the Indians 
universally wear throughout that region. 
They also had Canadian hoods. The guide 
selected the river bank, through the stunted 


pine that grows all over that country. At 


times the going was exceedingly difficult 
owing to the windfalls of trees, which in 
places piled up six feet high. But they car- 
ried their rifies, and as there was plenty of 
game, they enjoyed the journey. At night 
they cut wood and built big fires, stretching 
themselves in their blankets before the 
blaze. They thus averaged ten miles a day, 
which is considered good winter going. 

During the fourth day out they fell in 
company with a couple of Indian trappers 
and joined them, but were sorry that they 
did so, for, coming upon the tracks of a big 
black bear, the entire party followed them 
for fifteen miles, finally coming up with the 
animal and killing it, and being detained by 
the Indians for three entire days until the 
last scrap of t animal had been eaten. 
Neither the guide nor the Indian trappers 
would listen to a move while a veatige of the 
meat remained. They remained in camp 
gorging themselves. After this experience 
Warmoltz refused to. indulge in any more 
bear hunts, 

Arriving at Fort Smith, they were wel- 
comed by Agent McKinley and a party of 
white men, -who, under the direction .of 


Captain Boyd, are putting in the winter 


there building a steamer for the spring trade 
that is thought will set in. At this point 
four dogs were secured and an Indian was 
hired to drive them. These dogs were a 
poor lot, but were the best that could be got. 
The provisions were put aboard the sled 
and what was supposed to be nine days’ pro- 
visions for the dogs. This provision consists 
of more or less ancient fish, and it turned 
out later that through an error or theough 
design the Indians had provided only enough 
for five days, an oversight that proved to be 
very uncomfortable for the travelers. The 
suns were left behind in order to lighten the 
oads. age 


Often Cold and Hungry. 

From the fort the journey lay along the 
frozen surface of the river, but owing tothe 
swiftness of the current and the fact that 
the ice had not yet thoroughly solidified fre- 
quent unpleasant accidents were met with. 
To avert the dangers of drowning the three 
adventurers tied themselves together witha 
long rope. When one fell through the ice, 
which each did four or fine times a day fora 
week, the others pulled him out. The cloth- 
ing would immediately freeze, and the 3uf- 
ferer would begin to run to restore circula- 
tion, and, strange as it may seem, the white 
men did not experience much inconvenience 


from their icy baths, 


At Fort Chipéwayan three more dogs were 
bought and some fresh fish secured. The 


‘passage of Lake Athabasca consumed four 


hours and a half, The thin places in the 
ice, where the current ran swiftest,.were 
crossed by resorting to the sleds, the dogs 
being sent ahead at good speed and the men 
jumping on and being quickly carried 
over these dangerous spots. After crossing 
the lake the Indian guide advised trying the 
Ambrough Portage, which cut off forty miles. 
Pitre the dogs’ food gave out and the men had 
to feed the beasts with their own provisions. 
Having left their guns behind they céuld not 
kill game for the dogs. Thus for three days 
and a half the two white men and their Indi- 
an guide had nothing to eat. Still, they did 
not suffer much Inconvenience, and arrived 
at Fort McMurray in good spirits and with 
appetites that made the Indians turn green 
withenvy. At the fort the thermometer reg- 
istered 40° below zero. 

Their dogs were used up and they gave 
them away and got ar Indian with a good 
team to take them on. Instead of following 
the river they went by way of Lac la Bich, 
because they could get plenty of fish for the 
dogs from the Indlans in that direction. In 
this Way Warmolts passed by the Merri- 
weather party that was reported stalled at 
the Grand Rapids. From Lac la Bich the 


journey was continued by means of a team 


hired from a French Canadian, and Edmop- 
ton reached without further incident. 

At Fort McMurray Warmoltz bought forty 
dogs, which gave him ten trains of four dogs 
each. These will be picked up in the spring 
on the return journey and carried on into the 
Klondike for use next winter. 

Warmoltz id now preparing to go back 
early in February, and will take with him 
this trip his wife and two small children. 
He will also conduct back several Chicagoans 
who could not get away last fall, and who 
will join the party at Fort Resolution in the 
spring. The start will be made from Edmon- 
ton Feb. 15. He calculates rejoining his as- 
sociates at Fort Resolution by June 1 and to 
get to the mining regions by July 15. The 
party will came out by way of the trail to 
the west coast of Alaska in the fall of 1899.

Berthelot took the skull in his hands and 
examined it carefully for any trace of a 
bullet, but found no wound or fracture. This 
sets to rest the charge by many writers chat 
Rousseau committed suicide by shooting 
himself through the head. 5 

Both the coffins were carefully sealed after 
being restored to their former condition.

ground, About the bottom are two large 
milliner’s folds of the cashmere, attached/ 
finely, for there is nothing in the world ug-/ 
lier than a milliner’s fold that is not well 
made or well attached. When well done it 
is one of the smartest of trimmings. 

The bodice of the gown is in blouse shape 
in front, but fits the figure smoothly at the 
back. It is covered almost entirely by ecra 
lace, cut to fit smoothly. It does not meet 
in front, and each edge has large scallops far 
finish. The space left by the lace is filled 
by a gathered front of black mousseline 
sole over wine-colored silk. 

The sleeves are tight-fitting, and have the 
fullness laid in folds at the shoulder, They 
are made to flare over the hands in points. 
The stock and belt are of plain black satin, 
fastened at the back with ornaments of cut 
steel. The stock has a triple ruche of black 
mousseline de sole above it at the back and 
sides. 

The hat is of ecru straw, in a coarse, glossy. 
braid, wound about with a scarf of white 
silk, and having two large pointed black

The stock and ceinture are deep and close, 
and laid in voluminous folds; they are of the 
orange velvet in mirror variety, showing 
pale silvery yellow in the high lights. Above 
the stock is a full ruche of ecru tulle setting 
out in rosettes under the ears. 

The sleev~s are tight, with slight fullness 
at the top ud deep frills of ecru tulle about 
the wrists. 

The hat has the crown of heavy lace picked 
out with jet sequins and gold thread. This 
is surrounded by a wreath of large, deep 
orange roses without foliage and crushed 
closely together. Springing out from each 
side from ornaments of jet are two long 
black paradise plumes. 


Much Black Ribbon Trimming. 

And still the dressmakers go on ordering 
things to be trimmed with black velvet rib- 
bon, for it is one of the prettiest of all gar- 
nitures. It is used in all sorts of ways, for 
bindings, for edging of lace, and for laying 
on in rows. It makes a gown look richer 
than with any other trimming. It is used in 
all widths, from the sixteenth of an inch to 
two inches, the most popular width being a 
quarter of an inch. : 

Two gowns finished off by trimmimgs of 
black velvet ribbon are shown in another 
sketch. The one on tne seated figure is of 
dull green cashmere. The bodice is in blouse 
style, and has the lower part covered with 
coffee-colored lace. This lace cover is edged 
about with a binding of black velvet ribbon, 
and is cut down in a slender point in front. 

Above the lace the bodice is covered with 
swathed masses of pale bluette mousseline 
de sole over green. The swathed folds ex- 
tend straight up over the high, close stock, 
which is finished off at the top by a smart 
ruche of black tulle. 

The ceinture is of heavy black satin, laid 
in folds and fastened at the back with orna- 
ments of fine cut steel. The tight sleeves 
have the fullness pushed up to the shoulder 
and the wrists are finished by full frills of 
black tulle. 

The skirt is close about the hips and has 
the fullness of the back laid in box plaits 
over a small bustle. It is lined with green 
taffeta silk and has no stiffening. There is 
a little dip at the back. The bottom is 
trimmed with several rows of black velvet 
ribbon a half an inch wide, set on two inches 
apart. 

The hat is a smart toque of jet surroundod 
by a ruche of ecru gauze spotted with 
black. At one side is a mass of crushed 
bluettes with a cluster of black ostrich 
plumes springing out of it.

The other gown is of taffeta silk in a 
peculiar shade of blue, partly bluette and 
partly lavender. It is handsomely trimmed 
with cream-colored lace bound round with 
black velvet ribbon and a pale translucent 
Bhade of arsenic green gauze, a combina- 
tion, by the way, of great richness, 

The skirt has three gores and two straight- 
back breadths. It is lined with the same 
shade of silk and is trimmed about the bot- 
tom with two rows of cream-colored lace 
bordered on each side with black velvet rib- 
bon, and about the immediate edge is a large 
roll of black velvet. 

The bodice is slightly bloused and is cut 
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tulle, layers and layers forming the skirt 
the ceinture was in the form of a green calix; 
it was of satin and extended in points down 
over the skirt. 

The girl's hair was drabish blonde and 
wavy to catch the light; it was bound closely 
to the head with a wreath of white lilies. 
Her gloves and shoes were white.

8 a good Indian is a dead Indian, so a 
good Hawaiian, in the estimgtion of 
the American missionary and resident 
capitalist, is an automatic Hawalian, 
wound up when desirable, byt gen- 

erally motionless. A good American in the 
eyes of the Hawallan is a money-m making ma- 
chine, unconnected in any way with tHe gOvV- 
ernment of the islands. 


The former view is plainly set forth in the. 


articles contributed to Pacific coast papers 
nd magazines by the officials of the 
Hawatian Republic; the latter is vigible in 
every line of Queen Liliuokalant’s “Hawaii's 
Story by Hawall's Queen,“ soon to he pub- 
lished in Boston by Messrs. Lee & Shepard. 
Both are entirely natural, and do nat differ 
materially from those of all other invaders 
and conquered nations, but the whits races 
are not yet accustomed to the volce of the 
dark contemner of their ways, and the book 
is likely to make nearly oe its readers) wince 
more or less. 

The Queen, who has 8 l nearly 
all her life, having been sent to the toyal 
school of the missionaries fifty-six ye ago, 
when she was 4 years of age, writes simply, 
plainly, and clearly, without the elegance 
assumed by many Japanese and negrly all 
Hindus when using English; also without 
falling into any of their extravaganpes and 
elaborate misunderstandings. Evidestly she 
thinks in English, and in American idioms. 
She is sufficiently well read in English fiction 
end history to compare the actual Hngland 
with the England of the past, and shé makes 
no errors in speaking of American Ristory 
and politics, except, perhaps, that of being 
too respectful. Flippancy and humor she 
has none, she is seriously grieved by news- 


paper paragraphs intended for jests; and she 


gravely closes her book with a prayer to 
Americans to believe that Hawaii gnd the 
Hawallan monarchy are as dear to Hawali- 
ans as the American commonwealth js dear 
to Americans, and gives them solemh warn- 
ing that as they treat her country fo may 
the God whom they have taught the 
Hawalians to worship treat theirs in its time 
of trouble. 


Eloquent on Hawalian Progress. 


Further, she knows enough of ethnology 
and sociology to urge that a form of govern- 
ment foreign to all their traditions and 
habits cannot be good for her people, and 
she is eloquent in her exposition of their 
progress in civilization and their devotion to 
religion. Lastly, she is a firm believer in the 
policy of her brother Kalakaua, and sym- 
pathized with all his efforts to form foreign 
alliances and be a ruler and not a tod ot the 
missionaries. She herself, both as regent 
and as Queen, again and again sho her 
intention of being independent of he white 
Cabinet. 


She developed a strong seit-witt and al

confident that the constitution of 1887, called 
the bayonet constitution by both parties, 
and stripping the King of all power except 
that of signing laws adopted by his Cabinet, 
was vicfous in the extreme; and isifirmly 
convinced of her rights to accede to her 
people’s demand for another, even without 
the consent of the missionaries. 

Had she been a miracle of wisdom,” Mr. 
Armstrong wrote, she might have the 
trend of events, and, for her own life at least. 
have retained the throne It is Mle to 
charge her with stupidity and crime. 
She represented a weak, thriftless, dying 
race in its peaceful conflict with the stronger 
races, and she went down with it.“ 

Mr. Afmstrong’s comparison of the Ha- 
walian situation with the United States 
ruled by Georgia negroes, the negroes being 
in ‘the majonity, is droll, considering the 
preaching of the North to the South during 
the period of reconstruction. The Queen's 
plea that her 40,000 Hawalians should not be 
coerced into the adoption of a form of gov- 
ernment preferred by 3,000 white immigrants 
and sons of immigrants harmonizes ‘better 
with the general tone of American teeling.
